GOVERNMENT AND AGRICULTURISTS 


fecretary Wilson’s Réview of the 
Work of His Department—New 
Fields Opening Up and New 
Opportunities for Farm- 
ers—Home and Farm. 


Washington, November 23.—Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—‘‘In agriculture it is be- 
coming to be Clearly seen that teaching 
the boy how to plow or to perform any 
other farm operation is not the most im- 
portant service which the school can ren- 
der. There must be added to this definite 
and careful instruction in the principles on 
which agricultural practice is based. The 
farmer must be taught to think in the lines 
where science has shed light upon his art 
if his practice is to be most thoroughly 
guecessful. Fortunately, science has al- 
ready much to tell the farmer which is 
most useful to him and every year sces 
an increase in the great store from which 
the agricultural student can safely draw.” 

In those words Hon. James Wilson, secre- 
tary of agriculture, gives his ideas as to 
the kind of education which should be 
given the youth who is seeking information 
that will be of practical value to him in 
the pursuit of agriculture. In his annual 
feport showing the work done in the dif- 
ferent branches of the department over 
which he presides the secretary refers to 
the agricultura] colleges and experiment 
gutions. The above summary of his views 
upon the important matter of education 
Wilh be of particular -interest to the “peo- 
ple of Georgia just now, when the question 

_ of the proper methods of educating boys 
_ to be farmers has been brought so prom- 


inently to this notice through the reports 


of legislative committees. 


Should Be Kept Separate. 


On another phase of this particular con- 
' troversy Secretary Wilson expresses him- 
- self at length. The secretary @eems it im- 
' portant that the land grant colleges and the 
experiment stations’ should be kept wide 
' apart in their management. He does not 
- go so far as to say that it is better to have 
the colleges and the farms in different 
places, but he does urge the necessity of 
_ keeping the two institutions far apart in 
their management, showing that their func- 
tions are entirely different and that the 
endency of each to encroach upon the 
work of the other should be discounte- 
hanced. 
“It is evident,’’ the secretary writes, 
“that in some cases the college has en- 


croached upon the station, and there is’ 


ftil need of greater care in this matter. 
It is the duty of all institutions receiving 
the benefits of the land grant and the Mor- 
rill acts to make ample provision for the 
maintenance of the courses in agriculture 
Without in any way diminishing or diverting 
the funds which should be devoted to the 
experiment stations.”’ 

The secretary’s report contains much that 
is of interest not only to farmers but also 
to all others who care to keep posted on 
the progress of the country. Being the 
first report of the present secretary, this 
one goes into the objects and purposes of 
the department, and tells of the scope of 
the work assigned to it. going into this 
More fully than will the later reports of 
the same official. 


The Department and Its Work. 


‘In a sense this is a salutatory from the 
Rew secretary. It is not necessary to quote 
from this portion of the report further than 
to give one paragraph, which gives in a 
few lines a statement of the scope of the 
department's work as it appears to the new 
pan. On this topic Secretary Wilson says:

OFFICIAL COUNT IN NEBRASKA. 


Republicans Show a Gain Over Last 
Gubernatorial Election. 
Lincoln, Neb., November 23.—The cfhicial 
count of the election held Novernber 2d 
was completed this evening. Sull.van, fu- 
sion candidate for supreme court judge, 
received 102,838 and Posta, republican, 

89,009 votes. 

Compared with the vote on governor a 
year ago, when Holcomb, fusionist, receiv- 
ed 116,415 and McCall, republican, 94,723, the 
republicans made a large gain. Holcomb, 
however, ran ahead of his ticket, the aver- 
age fus.on plurality last year being in 
round numbers 16,000, while this year it 
is 11,000, 


GOES TO NEW YORK TO LIVE. 


Dan Stuart Closes Cut in Texas and 
Will Make a New Home. 

Dallas, Tex., November 23.—Dan Stuart 
left tonight for New York, where he will 
in future reside.

For twenty-two years Stuart has been a 
resident of Dallas, and for seventeen yeurs 
has occupied the same rooms. He says 
politics drove him out; that a certain class 
of polfticians in Texas have singled him out 
for a mark, and he leaves rather than be 
further harrassed. 

At one time Stuart was _ interested in 
banks and real estate here to the extent of 
$250,000, but this he has gradually convert- 
ed into cash, which has been invested else- 
where.

SECRETARY GAGE ON 
CURRENCY REFORM 


New York Chamber of Commerce Gives 
* Its 129th Annual Dinner. 


A DISTINGUISHED GATHERING 


Holder of the Treasury Portfolio Was 
the Guest of Honor. 


READ HIS SPEECH FROM MANUSCRIPT 


Governor Black and General Miles 
Were Among the Other Speakers 
of the Evening. 


New York, November 23.—The two hun- 
dred and twenty-ninth annual dinner of 
the chamber of commerce was given at 
Delmonico’s new restaurant on Fifth ave- 
nue and Forty-fourth street tonight. Men 
distinguished in professional and commer- 
cial life were present and the beautiful 
banquet hall was taxed to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Secretary of the Treasury Lyman 
J. Gage was the guest of honor and chief 
speaker. Alexander E. Orr, president of 
the chamber, presided. 

Among the other guests were Secretary 
of War Russell A. Alger, Governor Frank 
S. Black, Comptroller of the Currency J. 
H. Eckels, Mayor William L. Strong, Pres- 
ident Daniel C. Gilman, of Johns Hopkins

President Orr arose and made the intro- 
ductory speech. 


The health of ‘The President of the 
United States’’ was then drunk standing, 
with three rousing cheers, while the or- 
chestra played “The Land of the Free.”’ 

Secretary Gage was flatteringly received, 
when he rose to speak to the toast “Cur- 
rency Reform—Now or When?’ — 


The secretary eard his speech from man- 
uscript. 

Secretary Gage began by referring to 
the history of the chamber during the 
one hundred and twenty-nine years of its 
existence and of the serious and important 
problems which the pioneer members and 
those who followed them had to soive. 
Those of our day, he said, were equaily 

and even moré complex. One of 
these, he declared, is fundamental in a 
material sense to eve state. ‘“‘For four 
years,’ he said, “its injurious shadow bas 
depressed industry and enterprise;’’ but 
he finds in the result of the last national 
election “assurances to lift doubts, to ban- 
ish fears, to brace hope and to lend cour- 


age. 
Says Prosperity Has Come. 


“This happy reaction in enterprise now 
witnessed,’’ says the secretary, ‘“‘the stim- 
ulation to industry which has followed this 
new assurance, is a confirmatory evidence 
of the biighting influence of that fierce 
propaganda for ‘free silver’ and semi-re- 

udiation that met its just rebuke from the 
reeman’s ballot in 1896. - 

Secretary Gage declared that he believes 
the shape and destiny of our national life, 
as it may be affected by financial legisla- 
tion, is to be determined within the next 
five years. 

The secretary warned his hearers against 
the misapplication of the adage “let well 
enough alone.” Well applied; he declared it 
a wise maxim, but the wisdom lies in the 
application of it. 


“Bad Enough,” Not “Well Enough.” 


“When ultra conservatism applies it to 
justify a condition which is ‘had sweat 
instead of ‘well enough,’ it is fatally mis- 
appiied,’’ he continued. ‘‘That the condition 
of our currency and banking system is 
bad enough’ is certified to by the deliberate 
judgment of the great body of economic 
students and by a general consensus of 
opinion among business men. It certainly 
is not \.ell) enough with a banking system 
utterly inelastic and correspondingiy irre- 
sponsive to the domestic requirements of 
trade and industry to which in its proper 
relation the banking system should be the 
faithful and é¢fficient handmaiden. It is not 
well enough' with the national treasury 
awkwardly performing an office which is 
entirely foreign to its proper function. It 
is is not well enough: it {fs absolutely bad. 
when the result is a public treasury so ex- 
ot ggemees Aanrt demand liabilities in a time 

f peace as to threa .

avors This Agitation. 


He declared that agitation in 
better conditions must either Bota 
tive of good result in nothing and that un- 
der the circumstances such agitation is the 
highest conesrvatism. ‘‘The establishment 
of our currency and banking system upon 
more secure foundations is the one thing,”’ 
he contended, “lacking to the things which 
make for a permanent condition a rea- 
sonable prosperity.”’ The secretary's speech 
was in response to the toast “Currency 
Reform—Now or When?’ He was glad 
he was not called upon to discuss the 

how’’ or to go into details of methods to 
achieve currency reform. To Zo into that 
discussion might be injudicious in view of 
his official position and would be entering 
upon the field of greatest controversy where 
doubts and fears are now numerous and 
where passions and prejudices have their 
freest play. | 

“Every one favors reform—his kind of 
reform. Many are willing to have reform, 
anybody’s kind and it can be had with- 
out struggle and free of cost. Others, 
s€eing that the path of virtue leads: to 
serene and restful planes, are willing 
to waik in the way of it, even at the cost 
of Bsa pain and sacrifice. ’ 

“The first group embraces the radical 
and faddists of every kind who will tol 
erate no method not individually their 
own. 

“The second group, the indifferent many, 
prate reform, but are fruitful only in ob- 
jections. You may retire the greenback. 
or otherwise reduce the redundant issues 
of national obligations payable on demand, 
but. strange inconsistency, vov must not 
issue bonds tn a time of peace—not. even 
to discharge sacred obligations incurred in 
war. These people ought to inform us as 
to which of the two is the higher wis- 
dom: To avail ourselves of conditions 
favorable to the highest credit and lowest 
interest. to put our financial house in or- 
der, or to wait until another period shall 
come. when. as in the unhappy days of 
1860-65. we mav be forced to face or to 
recover ourselves at double interest wpon 
ebligations realizing to our treasury only 
60 or 40 percent of the fact ef the contract. 
Others of the same group tell us ‘You 
shall not contract the currency. nor shall 
you permit any svubstitution in the form 
of hank note issues.” With all these limt- 
tations. restrictions and impossible condi-

“At a cost too contemptible for serious 
consideration, the debatable condition of 
our currency and system may be 
put upon clearly safe, not theoret:cally 
scientific foundations. This may be 8e- 
cured without any necessary contraction of 
the circulating medium of exchange and 
with no danger of an undue expansion, 
and, best of all, this desirable end may car- 
ry in its effect potential relief to those 
districts in the south and west, which, 
though rich in. possibilities of soil and cli- 
mate, have been held back, through the 
2 of banking capital and credit fa- 
cilities.” 


Future Greatness and Glory. 

The secretary was as @0od as his word; 
he did not go into the “how” of currency 
reform, but contented himself with saying 
in conclusion: 

‘Nor will I permit myself to doubt that 
in the councils of our nation a wise states- 
manship, supported and sustained by the 
wisdom and value of a pure patriotism 
among our people, will find the way to the 
much-needed result. 

“How fair a land! How fthfitnte its pos- 
sibilities! What has it not done for the 
afflicted and the unfortunate of earth! With 
just laws, with institutions conformable to 
natural rights, with honest regard for hon- 
orable obligations, with a common love 
for the common weal, who can prophesy its 
future greatness and glory?’ 

Governor Frank 8. Black responded to 
the toast, “The State of New York.’’ He, 
too, was warmly received, and like the 
preceding speaker, read his speech, which 
was frequently applauded. 

In the absence of Major General Nelson 
A. Miles, General Wesley Merritt spoke 
to the toast, ‘“‘The Army,” 

Commodore Francis M. Bunce. spoke ‘for 
‘The Navy.” - 

Mayor Strong was applauded 
when he arose to speak the toast, ‘‘The 
Duties and Obligations of a Citizen of 
New York.” 

Daniel C. Gilman, of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, was the last speaker. His toast 
was ‘“‘Commertee, the Child of Science, and 
Its Filial Supporter.” He paid a high 
tribute to the merchant princes of.Ameri- 
ca and to their generosity to institutions 
of learning, also their support, as he put 
it, “of all things which aim and further 
science and wisdom throughout the world.”

C. Bothwell, lately a resident of 
Venezuela,. to the effect that a deal be- 
tween Governor Pingree and the Venezue- 
lan gcvernment had been perfected, giving 
the former a large concession of valuable 
timber and mining Jands in the Masa sec- 
tiers of the state of Ztlia In value to 
something like $20,000,000. : 

Beyond denying that this was the result 
of bis recent trip to Venezuela the govern- 
or refused to talk.

The Former Captain General Reaches 
Barcelona at Last. 


IMMENSE CROWDS TURN OUT 


He Declares Himself Annoyed at the 
Attitude of Certain Papers. 


JUSTIFIES HIS CONG :NTRATIIN OF PEASANTS 


Spaniard Declares That Cuba Is. Not 
Entitled to Autonomy, ani There- 
fore Should Not Have It. 


Barcelona, November 23.—General Wey- 
ler, the former captain general of Cuba, 
arrived here this morning on board the 
steamer Montserrat from Havana. The 
general landed beneath the Columbus mon- 
ument at 10 a. m. and was acclaimed by 
about 20,000 people. In order to escape the 
congratulation the general was driven to 
the home of Deputy Saladrigas, where, 
however, he was forced to appear upon 
the balcony and was applauded by the 
crowds of people who had been gathered 
about the house. 

A number vi bands and citizens took part 
in the welcome. 

The general, accompanied by General 
Montaner, entered the carriage of Deputy 
Saldrigas. On the way to the latter’s 
house General Weyler cried: ‘“‘Long live 
the national production!” The general also 
called for cheers for “Spain’’ and for 
“Spanich Cuba,’”’ which met with enthusias- 
tic responses from the populace.

AUTONOMOUS TARIFF FOR CUBA. 


Moret’s Plan Seems To Have 


Been Adopted by Cabinet. 

Madrid, November 23.—Premier Sagasta, 
replying today to a Catalan deputation, 
formally declared that the government of 
Spain could in no way modify its pro- 
gramme of autonomy for Cuba. 

Continuing, the premier expressed the 
hope that the Cuban assembly would elect 
a commission which would co-operate with 
a Span sh commission in determining tlhe 
commercial relations between Cuba and 
Spain by consulting their mutual interests. 

This is interpreted as meaning that the 
cabinet will adopt the scheme of Senor 
Moret, the minister for the colonies, who, 
as cabled to the Assoc:ated Press yester- 
day, announced to a Catalan delegation 
that he had fully considered the gencral 
interests of the colonies and was convinced 
that his policy alone would lead to a peace- 
ful solution. Continuing, Senor Moret ex- 
plained to the Catalan dejegation that in 
dealing with the colon.es national and not 
merely certain industrial interests must 
be considered. 

In conclusion the minister announced 
his intent.on of maintaining his opinions 
before the cabinet, and if h‘s colleagues 
disagreed with him he was prepared to re- 
sign, which step now seems to have been 
avoided. 

The cabinet in council has approved the 
article in the autonomy scheme giving the 
Cubans the control of the customs. Its 
terms will not be published until it has 
received the sanction of the queen regent. 
In addition to the granting of an autono- 
mous tariff for Cuba, the following re- 
forms have been proposed: 

The chamber of deputies of the island 
shall be composed of between forty and 
fifty members, a deputy for each forty 
thousand ‘of the population. 

The governor general is to choose from 
this chamber five members to form an ex- 
ecutive committee, consisting of a president 
and ministers of the interior, finance, jus- 
tice and public works. 

The governor general shall have the 
right to veto legislation.

By the 
aid of a Charleston physician, a certificate 
of birth was forged in the health office. 
The New York man was sending big sums 
of money here regularly. The physician, 
it is said, will be prosecuted. 

The Kerr woman had no child, but bought 
one and was thus enabled to work her 
sdheme. The authorities refuse to give 
the banker’s name.

Paris, November 2%3.—It is now believed 
that the late.Dr, Thomas W. Eyans, the 
famous Ameritan defitist who facilitated 
the flight of ex-Exmpress Eugenia from 
Paris in 1870 and who died here on the léth 
instant, left most of his large fortune to 
found charitable institutions bearing nis 
name. 

It is understood that Dr. Evans’s estate 
is even greater than the estimates made 
of it during h's lifetime, and that it will

It was reported shortly after 
his. death that the greater part of the 
fortune would go to endow educational 
institutions in the United States.

AMERICA A SERIOUS COMPETITOR 


Croydon Chamber of Commerce. 

*“ Lendon, “November 23.—Right ‘Hon. 
Charles T. Ritchie, president of the board 
of trade, made an important speech before 
the chamber of commerce of Craydon to- 
day, taking as his theme the’ decline of 
British exports during the last ten months, 
upon which he hung a grave warning 
against American competition, now ‘oust- 
ing British trade.’’ 

Mr. Ritchie, after declaring that the Ding- 
ley tar ff and the engineering trade dispute 
were . uinly resporsible for the recent de- 
cline of exports, and after pointing out that 
England had no weapons against the tariff, 
said there was a great deal of talk in com- 
mercial circles about the serious competi- 
tion of Germany; but he thought they were 
too-apt to overlook a more ser.ous competi- 
tor, the United States. 

“The facts are serious,” he continued, 
“and call upon us for the exercise of all 
Our powers to enable us to maintain our 
position in the commerc.al worid. There 
is no doubt the United Stateg is executing 
orders which ought to be executed here, 
As we all know, an American firm obtained 
the contract for the Central underground 
railway, of London, as its bid was lower 
than those of the English concerns and it 
could deliver the supplies three months 
ahead of the British tenders. Many im- 
portant continental orders have gone to 
America. : 

‘The same is to be said of Egypt and 
Japan, where the Americans are doing 
work that Englishmen should have done. 
In consequence of the engineering dispute 
many orders are leaving the country. 

“America’s successful competition is due 
to her enterprise in embarking capital, but 
it is yet more due to the freedom her man- 
ufacturers enjoy of employing the best 
machinery and working it in the most 
economical manner, untrammeled by the 
restrictions which have hampered manufae- 
turers here.

FARMERS MUST BE 
TAUGHT TO THINK

animals, rice, flax, hemp, cheese, wheat, 
barley, beans, eggs, tea, etc., $6,000,000 for 
chicory, castor beans, lavender, liquor‘ce, 
opium poppy, sumac, etc., and $2,000,000 for 
bulbs, nearly all of which could be grown 
and prepared for use at home. The depart- 
ment of agriculture will encourage the 
growing of these articles by the introduc- 
tion of seeds and by sending out farmers’ 
bulletins giving information concerning » 
them. 2 

“An American farmer can grow horses 
as cheaply as he can grow cattle; we have 
a heavy and profitable export trade in cat- 
tle, amd may have an export trade equally 
heavy and profitable in horses. The depart-. 
ment ‘s gathering facts regarding our horse 
industry. at home and the requirements 
of purchasers abroad, so that our farmers 
may learn what foreign buyers demand. 
We are endeavoring’ to get information 
from foreign countries with which we com- 
pete in the markets of the world regarding 
crovs and prices. : 

“We are also taking steps to ascer- 
tain what crops are grown on different 
thermal lines, so that seeds and plants may 
be intelligently brought to this country to 
assist in the diversification of our crops 
and add to their variety.’’ 

Good Men Needed Abroad. 

The need for capable men as agents in 
foreign fields is urged, The secretary seems 
to be of the idea that consuls and cansular 
agents should be appointed for qualifica- 
tions they possess not merely because of 
their ability to hustle at election time or, 
as is the case in the selections made under 
the present administration, at the time 
when a presidential nomination is hanging 
in the balance. Secretary Wilson’s ideas 
are as follows: , 

“TheTe is a necessity in every foreign 
country to which we send representatives 
for American agents who have been edu- 
cated in the sciences relating to agricul- 
ture. The agricultural colleges endowed by 
congress are educating men along these 
lines. Such men can now be had who are 
competent to report intelligently on the 
productions of countries where man has 
lived by tilling the soil for thousands of 
years, af'd'tHey cold Keep thé farmers of 
the United States informed regarding crops, 
markets and their tendencies much more 
accurately than agents not scientifically 
educated.”’ . . 

The Charices for Dairymen. 

Farmers everywhere, and I believe par- 
ticularly in the south, because of their su- 
perior advantages; can turn the’r attention 
to dairying with. profit. The department 
of agriculture has been making a number 
of experimental exports of butter with a 
view to blazing the way for the American 
producers, and the results of these experi- 
ments are told by. the secretary in an in- 
teresting way. He goes somewhat into de- 
tails concerning this branch of the depart- 
ment’s work and he who reads, whether 
a butter producer or merely a lay consum- 
er like myself, will find much to interest 
him in the report. 

“Early in the year,’ ®e writes, “it became 
apparent that a considerable surplus of 
bulter of the higher grades.would appear 
in our domestic markets. This had never 
before occurred, and it was plain that if 
such a condition prevailed for any length 
of time the price of fine butter would de- 
cline; and should this happen with the 
best quality, values would be depressed 
through all grades of this commodity. Be- 
fore midsummer the best of creamery but- 
ter was offered in almost unlimited quan- 
tities in our largest markets at a price low- 
er than ever known (14 and 15 cents) and 
no material change occurred for several 
weeks. I therefore decided to make a series 
of experimental exports of fine American 
butter, for the purpose of promoting an 
increased foreign demand for this article, 
and in order to get more exact informa- 
tion as to facts and conditions attending 
such exports than was otherwise obtaina- 


Growth of Butter Exports. 

“The export of. butter from this country 
is nothing new. It began even as early as 
the year 1747, and exceeded 1,000,000 pounds 
annually a hundred years ago. Then ‘t in- 
creased to 35,000,000 pounds in 1863, and, 
dropping to 2,000,000 in 1870, rose to almost 
40,000,000 in 1880, Since that time the quan. 
tity exported hasbeen as low as 5,000,000

“Prior to the last year. or two 
the butter exported: was of a 
- low grade as a rule, and made not so much 
with a view to establi‘shing a regular trade 
as to take advantage of special and trap- 
Sient conditions of the markets at home 
and abroad, and to make profits on these 
occasional business. ventures. The result 
has been to give foreign merchants, espe- 
cially in Great Br'tain, the impression that 
the butter of this country is pvoor in 
quality, and that no regular supply could 
be depended upon. 

“Shipments of butter were therefore be- 
gun early in the season, under the super- 
vision of the dairy division, and have 
since been continued at intervals of three 
or four weeks, The butter has been ob- 
tained from selected creameries in the 
leading dairy states, prepared with special 
reference to the. ascertained requirements 
of foreign buyers, and thus far all has been 
consigned to a representative of the de- 
partment at London. It has been disposed 
of under his supervision, special. efforts 
being made to test the demands of the 
London market and obtain the opinions of 
wholesale dealers, tradesmen and consum- 
ers as to the merits of the butter ‘thus sold 
and its relative position, present and pros- 
pective, in that market.’’ 

The secretary notas the improvements in 
transportation facilitiés, through could stor- 
age and better schedules, brought about 
at the instance of the departmeut officials, 
but adds that there is mucn still to be 
dor.e, particularly on the other side, where 
refrigerator cars are not knowh. 


a Making a Reputation. 

i The shipments made,” he continued, 
have served the double purpose of secur- 
ing useful information for those’ of our 
Own people, whether producers or dealers, 
who wish to sell abroad, and of aiding to 
establish a better reputation for butter 
from the United States among prospective 
customers. Leading English merchants 
have been thus convinced, as never before, 
of the excellence of butter obtainable in 
this country and the feasibility of deliver- 
ing it fresh and unimpaired to British 
buyers. 

“In the endeavor to have all the butter 
included in these trials plainly marked and 
made known as the product of the United 
States, and thus presented to the English 
consumer, extraordinary prejudice has been 
met in London at every point. Merchants 
ins'sted that no good butter could come 
from America, made various unjust and 
absurd criticisms of the butter offered 
them, and even when convinced of its 
merits, against their wih, they offered to 
pay much less for it than they gave for 
butter of no better quality from other coun- 
tres and sources of supply. Once in the 
hands of the trade, our butter was repeat- 
edly sold as English, Canadian or Austra- 
an, and special efforts were required to 
get any of it into the hands of consumers, 
under its true name, through the usual 
commercial channels. 


Some Facts Developei. 

“It is too early now to formulate all the 
lessons taught by these experimental ex- 
ports, but certain facts have been already 
determined. Butter from the most remote 
creamery distr:cts of the United States, 
when properly made, can be so transported 
as to be delivered in prime condition to 
consumers in England or on the continent 
of Europe fifteen or twenty days after mak- 
ing. The quality of selected American but- 
ter is quite equal to the best offered in 
London from any other country, although 
Our supply, as a whole, is not so uniform 
in character as that from some 
sources, notably Denmark. Despite allega- 
tions to the contrary, the bufter exported 
by the department has been proved to con- 
tain less water amd a greater proportion of 
pure butter fat than°any bitter for sale in 
the London market. 


of Denmark have been found to be the 
only absolutely pure butter imported into 
England; all others, including the product 
of British colonies, contain more or less 
injurious ingredients, used as preservatives. 
Notwithstanding the prejudices of London 
merchants, and the maintenance of com- 
paratively low quotations for ‘states’ but- 
ter, the créamery product of this country 
is now éommonly retailed at the highest 
market price, on a perfect equality with 
the best English, Danish and French but- 
ters. And English customers are so weil 
pleased that, whether knowing it to be 
American butter or not, they frequently 
make special efforts to get more of that 
particular Kind, and are disappointed on 
finding the supply te be insufficient and 
uncertain. The reta’ price obtained for 
butter exported by the department during 
the summer has been from 24 to 28 cents 
per pound. 


English Tastes. 


“English markets seem to differ as much 
as those in America in the matter of taste 


| as to the degree of color and sak in butter. 


It is an easy matter to provide for meeting 
the requirements of any locality or market 
‘n these respects. At present London buy- 
ers want butter of a light lemon or straw 
color, even less yellow than our natural 
June grass butter, and lightly salted,’ hav- 
ing, in the finished product, about one- 
third of an ounce to the pound, of 2 per 
cent. of salt. A mid and even flat flavor 
seems to be preferred to the quicker and 
more dec ded flavors so highly esteemed in 
this country,” 

A large portion of the report is devoted 
to the work of the bureau of animal in- 
spection, most of it to statistics showing 
the inspections made in various paris of 
the west particularly. The diseases of ani- 
mals and cattie are discussed at some 
length, or rather, to be more explicit, the 
part the department is playing in prevent- 
ing the spread of such diseases. The de- 
tafis of this branch of the work are of 
particular interest to the west, rather than 
to the south. 

The Work of the Weather Bureau. 


A valuable chapter or portion of the re- 
port is that treating of the weather bu- 
reau. This bureau is a part of the agricul- 
tural department and its work is being 
utilized as much as possible to the benefits 
of the agriculturists of the country. An 
idea of the great growth of the weather 
bureau service is given by these cempari- 
Bons: 

‘Tn 1888 weather maps were not issued 
except at the central office in Washington, 
D. C. During the last fiscal year 4,315,000 
maps were issued at eighty-one stations 
outside of Washington, D. C., and there 
has been an increase of 686,000 copies within 
the last two yearg to meet the constantly 
‘nereasing demands of the public. In 1883 
forecasts and warnings were sent to 8,034 
places by mail, no other method of distri- 
bution. except through the daily press and 
the railroad train service, being then in use. 
During the last fiscal year daily forecasts 
and warnings were sent to 51,64 places by 
mal, telegraph. and telephone, and there 
has been an increase in the number of 
places receiving forecasts in the last two 
years of nearly 30,000. 

“In 1888 no information was collected re-

ported from about 8.000 places, and the re- 
sults are summarized in the weekly climate 
and crop bulletins which are issue] at 
each state center and republished by prac- 
tically the entire press of the country, both 
rural and urban. There were in that year 
less than 300 voluntary observers in co-op-* 
eration with the bureau, and no systematic 
publication of the r reports was made. Now 
there are about 3,000 voluntary observers 
making daily readings of standard govern- 
ment thermométers and rain gauges, the 
daily readings being collected and neatly 
printed in tabular form at forty-two state 
centers.”’

produce and manufactures. Gratifying suc- 
cess attended the warnings issued for the 
benefit of the fruit industry of Florida, the 
sugar interests of Louisiana and Texas, 
and the truck-growing districts of the 
eastern seaboard.”’ 

Of course, the saving of life is the first 
consideration and many lives are undoubt- 
edly saved each year by the warnings that 
tell of the approach of the hurricanes 
which sweep along the coast; it is certain 
also that an unannounced hurricane sweep- 
ing up the coast would involve the loss to 
shipping of between. two million and four 
million dollars and that is certainiy a con- 
s:deration. 

Growth of Sugar Beets. 

The results of the work of the chemical 
department division are given in some de- 
tail. One feature of this which catches the 
eye of the reader of the full report is the 
part which sugar beets are playing in the 
department's investigations. Much of this 


work is prospective. A large number of im- 


ported secds were distributed last year 
among the experiment stations for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining where they can best 
be raised, the idea of the department being 
that this country should eventually grow 
enough to produce all the sugar needed 
for home consumption. . The study of the 
results is now going on in the department. 


The Farmer’s Home.” 


Secretary Wilson is a practical farmer. 
He believes in the government doing every- 
thing possible to promote the interests of 
the producers and it is a part of his theory 
that a necessary step in this direction is 
by making life on the farm pleasanter than 
it has been. To this end he has turned his 
attention to the farmer’s home and sees 
a necessity for the education of the girs 
as well as the boys. Writing of this sub- 
ject, Secretary Wilson says: 

“Many of the colleges of agriculture and 
mechanic arts, together with  scientifi-, 
technical and industrial schools, now main- 
tain a department of domestic science. 
Cooking and sewing are quite common'y 
taught in the public schools, and cooking 
schools far women have been organized in 
numerous places. While useful instruction 
in these lines is imparted, it is generally 
recognized that much remains to be done 
before the teaching of domestic science can 
assume its most effective form. 

“In this, as in other branches of instruc- 
tion which have a vital relation to the 
arts and industries, the student should learn 
not only the best methods of doing the 
things required by the daily necds of home 
life, but also the reasons why certain things 
are to be done and others avoided. In other 
words, this teaching needs a scientific basis 
if it is to be thoroughly useful. 

‘Already the beginning of a far-reaching 
effort in this direction has been made. The 
teachers of domestic science are not con- 
tent to follow a dull routine of household 
drudgery in their teaching. They are ap- 
pealing to the scientist and specialist in 
lines which touch the home life to explain 
the prigciples on which home practices 
should st and to show them how intelli- 
gent taste and skill can make the home a 
pleasant place to live in, and how scientific 
knowledge can enable the home keeper to 
maintain the health and generally promote 
the physical well being of thease committed 
to her charge. Some progress has been 
made in formulating the replies which scl- 
ence is now able to give to inquifies reiat- 
ing to domestic science ana in undertaking 
investigations with a view to greatly b-oad- 
ening our knowledge of these matters in 
the days to come. 


The Duty of the Department. 


“In the great work of helping the women 


of our land, neamy half of whom are toiling — 


in the homes upon our farms, thts‘ depart- 
ment, it.4s believed, has a large duty to per 
form. For, whatever will be effective in 
raising the grade of the home life on the 


farm, in securing the better nourishment of. 


the farmer’s family, and in surrounding 
them with the refinements and attract’ons 
of a well-ordered home, will powerfully con- 
tribute alike to the material prosperity of 
the country and the general welfare. of the 
farmers. The investigations whieh the de- 
partment bas undertaken on the food and 
nutrition of man have already been of 
much service to the teachers and students 
of domestic science, and it is hoped that 
these investigations will hereafter be sii}} 
more helpful in establishing a’ scientific 
basis for the teaching and practice of hu- 
man nutrition. Through its close relations 
with the agricultural colleges and other in- 
stitutions for industrial training of the 
youth, the department may incidentally aid 
the movement to educate women in the 
rational practice of the arts of the home. 
“But beyond this it is much to be desired 
that the department may be afforded an 
opportunity to undertake some material as- 
sistance to those who are engaged in the 
noble task of giving prectical training to 
the future wives and mothers of our farm- 
ers and to that vast army of faithful wo- 
men who are bearing the heayy burdens of 
keeping the farmers’ homes pure and sweet 
and rearing the future masters of our vast 
agricultural domain.” HL:

Pitts, Ga., November 23.—(Special.)—The 
excitement created by the announcement 
that the murderer of the late John M. Clay- 
ton, of Arkansas, is under surveillance has 
not abated. 

The origin of the story relating to the 
location of the criminal rests with Luther 
Akin, who is a convict guard at this place. 
It seems that Akin, who has held this po- 
sition in several camps in widely different 
sections of the state, has come into posr- 
sessicn of information that a certain con- 
vict. whose location is not given, came io 
Georgia as a fugitive from Arkansas. Get- 
ting into trouble again and finding himself 
a convict, he confided the story to a brother 
convict of his past life. He acknowledged 
the murder of Clayton. This supposed se- 
cret was conveyed through several hands 
until it reached Akin. 

As Mr. Akin will not talk in a direct man- 
ner, all that can be obtained from him is 
hints and suggestions, which are supposed 
to mean more than they appear to. One 
thing positive about him is that he did 
write to the governor of Arkansas asking 
about the reward for Clayton’s murderer. 
In reply he was informed that the rewards 
hed all lapsed, but Governor Jones stated 
that even at this late day he would offer 
a new reward of $500. This does not seem 
to appeal to Mr. Akin’s idea of what his 
secret is worth, and he says he will pay 
no attention to it. It must be left to the 
future to develop whether there is really 
anything in the story or not.

Dawson and reach a mutual agreement 
general manager of the 
Georgia and Alabama; E. H. Hinton, traf- 
fic nmanager of the Central road,.and W.

Church People Claim Lowering Forsyth 
Street Injures Property. 


THEY WANT MANY THINGS DONE | 


Street Committee Considers a Proposi- 
tion of the Church People. 


COUNTER GFFER IS TQ BE MADE TO THEM 


City Will Propose a Gift of $1,000 


and Relieve Church of Certain 
Assessments. 


The German Lutheran church has filed 
a claim against the city for damages to the 
church property at the corner of South 
Forsyth and Garnett streets caused by 
the lowering of the grade of those streets 
in the recent work of improvement on 
Forsyth street. 

The claim is before the street commitee of 
the general council and Chairman Mitch- 
ell and Councilmen Howard, Stephens and 
Adamson, of the committee, considered 
the matter at a meeting yesterday after- 
noon. Judge E. C. Kontz, representing 
the church people, and several of the trus- 
tees were present. 

The church authorities claim that in 
lowering the street the church was dam- 
aged considerably, making it necessary for 
the church to make many changes and 
imprcvements which would not be neces- 
sary had not the grade been lowered. Judge 
Kontz told of the injury toe the property 
and he presented a proposition on the 
part of the church people in which they ask 
the city to release them from payment of 
the assessment for paving the street, put- 
ting down new sidewalks, from sewer as- 
sessment and asking the city to make cer- 
tain alterations to the church, arranging 
a basement and steps and making many 
other improvements, the work of which 
will cost something like $1,200, according 
to the estimate of bidders for the con- 
tract. 

The committee seems to think that the 
church is asking for too much and instead 
of accepting the proposition of the church 
officers the committee will submit a coun- 
ter proposition offering to give the church 
$1,000 in cash and relieve the institution 
from payment of the assessment for new 
sidewalks and sewers, The committee thinks 
that for the amount stated and a release 
from the payment of the assessment the 
chureh can well afford to pay the assess- 
ment for new paving and make the re- 
pairs to the church in its own way. This 
proposition will be submitted to Judge 
Kontz and the trustees as the conclu- 
sion of the committee after consideration 
and investigation of the question.

Old Reorganization Committee Resign- 
ei and New One Elected. 


RUGE AND WOODRUFF ISSUE CIRCULARS 


The Former Makes a Red Hot Speech 
Before the Committee—Peace Was 
Finally Restored. 


There was a hot time in Columbus Mon- 


day at the meeiing of the bondholders of

“The Hon. C. A. Collier was regularly 
elected a member of this committee. and 
the meeting was so accepted by Mr. Wood- 
ruff, by his appointment in his own home, 
he made personal objections to Mr. Collier, 
which, as we understood, grew out of some 
street railway litigation in Atlanta.

Phe correspondence between Mr. Wood- 
ruff and others, as well as myself, will 
fully clear this committee of any intima- 
tions of sharp practice or ulterior mo- 
tives. I beg to refer you to the following: 

“‘*Atlanta, Ga., November 2, 1897.—George 
W. Woodruff, Esq., City—Dear Sir: Your 
letter of October 30th is at hand. Since it 
related to business of the reorganization 
committee, I have shown it to Mr. Ruge. 

“We regret exceedingly that you have 
arrived at the conclusion that you cannot 
harmonize with the rest of the committee, 
but as you seem to be definitely of that 
conclusion we must accept your own kKnowl- 
edge of yourself. 

*- We do not think that a new meeting 
of the bondholders could be had, and if 
it could, we would feel that we would give 
them unnecessary trouble in meeting for 
the mere purpose of hearing that one mem- 
ber of the committee had disagreed with 
the others, and that, therefore, the others 
had abandoned the trust confided to them. 

“‘Mr. C. A. Collier. who was elected as 
a member of the committee at the meeting 
at your house on August 18th, Mr. Ruge 
and I constitute a quorum of the commit- 
tee, and if you decline to act with us, 
we shall proceed to select a fifth member 
of the committee and to form and publish 
to the bondholders a plan of the reorganiza- 
tion. 

‘“*We will meet for the purpose of filling 
the committee at 10 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, November 3d, at my office. and 
will be pleased to have you meet with us. 
Your very truly, P. ROMARE.’ 

“Also the following communication: 

“ «Atlanta, Ga., November 3, 1897.—Mr. G. 
W. Woodruff, Ca-Member Reorganization 
Committee, City. Sir: Replying yours today, 
beg to reiterate that we regret your atti- 
tude.

"T also refer you again to the circular of 


this committee issued on November 8th, af 


covy of which was sent you. 

“Tn conclusion. let me ask why Mr. 
Woodruff refused to meet Mr. Romare and 
myself, even if Mr. Collier was not 
a member? Well, he was like the obstinate 
juror—a majority of one—he wanted to be 
dictator. 

“Let me warn you not to deceive yourself 
or be misted by the mistaken zeal of one 
member of the committee. This com- 
mittee will be represented at the 
so-called meeting (it might he 
called a separation) when a complete re- 
port of the situation will be submitted 
for your consideration and you may accept 
or can reject what has been done. If you 
prefer to be represented by proxy, allow me 
to suggest that you write at once to some 
one at Columbus. Ga., to that effect, nam- 
ing the number of bonds you own, or ad- 
dress me there, care of Hon. W. H. Bran- 
non. president Merchants and Mechanics’ 
bank. 

“In the name of the bondholders and all 
honesty of purpose, do not be . persuaded 
to break up the work already done by this 
committee (wPhout the aid and co-opera- 
tion of Mr. Woodruff). We are hopeful 
of protecting your interest and my own 
as a bondholder if you will accevt a fair 
and honest plan to be submitted to vou. 
as the cirevilar of the committce issurd 
November Sth assures you. Your salvation 
is in your own hands. If you do not take 
your own property vou are lost. I will not 
weary vou with detzils.

The Meeting Was Warm. 

These two circulars had fanned the anger 
of both factions into fever heat and much 
feeling was manifested by both sides, The 
first clash was on the personne! of the 
committee. Both sides had candidates, but 
no compromise could be effected. Several 
caucuses were held during the forenoon 
and slates made out by both sides, but 
none of the slates could be elected. Mr. 
Ruge made an address in the forenoon 
which lasted over an hour, in which he 
handled the Woodruff faction with gloves 
off. Things were getting so warm that the 
more conservative bondholders decided to 
ho!d a recess to quell the disturbance, 

At the afternoon session, by way of a 
compromise, it was decided that all the old 
committeemen should resign and an entire- 
ly new committee, consisting of seven 
members instead of five, be elected one at 
a time, the majority of votes ruling, with 
the understanding that Romare and Ruge, 
of the old committee, should be retained. 
This plan seemed to be agreeable to all 
and the election resulted as follows: 
Joseph King, of Columbus; George P. Har- 
rison, Opelika, Ala.; Joel Hurt, Atlanta; 
Henry Buist, Charleston, S. C.: James UW. 
Jackson, Augusta; John G. Ruge, Apa- 
lachicola, Fla.,; Paul Romare, Atlanta. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, who, it is claimed, opposed 
the election of Mr. Collier to the eommit- 
tee on account of the Colsolidated street 
railway transfer fight, first intended to 
answer the warm speech of Mr. Ruge, but 
decided later he would not. The meeting 
adjourned late in the afternoon and the 
new committee met at 8 o'clock that 
night. By this time all had had time to 
cool off and Mr. Ruge nominated Mr. Hurt 
as chairman of the committee, and he was 
unanimously elected. The breach therefore, 
it is hoped, is healed and the new com- 


mittee will devote itself hereafter to the 
reorganization of the company and the

Murderer of Annie Johnson Will Be 
Executed December 22d. 


SOLEMN SCENE IN COURT

The courtroom was as still as though 
the execution was then to take place. Tom 
Cyrus, trembling befare the. bar, looked 
thoughtfully at the court and then at the 
floor. Gradually the words of his doom 
crowded into his mind and the tears dim- 
med his vision, 

“Your case is one that has been given 
all the justice that the law can adminis- 
ter,” said Judge Candler. ‘You killed 
Annine Johnson, who was only your mis- 
tress. You had no more right in her room 
than did the man for whom you killed 
her. ‘the court appo.nted able counsel to 
see that. you were given a fair and legal 
tr:al. The case then went to the supreme 
court and six of the best judges in the 
state sa.d the statement Made by your- 
self on the stand demanded the verdict of 
guilty of murder without recommendation. 
You can biame no one but yourself for 
your present perilous pwsition.”’ 

Cyrus looked up when the judge had 
finished. 

“Thank ycu,” said the negro, n»>t that 
he wanted to die, but that he thought be 
should show that he reahzeg the situation 
and saw the truth the judge had spoken. 

Before sentence had been pronounced At- 
torrey Quillian addressed the court. He 
stated that he had been appointed by tne 
court to defend the prisoner at the first 
trial. He said that he had done all that 


} Was possible for an attorney to do in the 


interest of his client. Fearing that he 
might have neglected some littie thing and 
hoping that the court might hse.vve commit- 
ted error, he had carried the case to the 
Supreme court and had endeavored to 
leave nothing undone that could have saved 
h's client’s neck. 

*““All I can say is that I dasire the court, 
in passing sentence, to give the defendant 
as much time to prepare to meet his maker 
as the court can allow. It is a matter of 
death with him and I hope he will have 
every opportunity to make ready for the 
trying ordeal through which he must 
pass.” 

In passing sentence Judge Candler said 
that Cyrus could have two ministers, two 
physicians, and if hé should desire, he 
could have as many of hi» friends and 
kinspeople as he wanted. The execution 
will be in private, and his family or friends 
will have the body delivered to them for 
burial. 

On June 2, 197, Cyrus killed Annie John- 
son. his mistress. He was crazed with 
jealousy, but as soOnm as the deed had 
been committed, he hastened to the sta- 
tion house and surrendered. He was tried, 
convicted and senténced with'n six days 
from the day of thkeicrime. His case is 
one of the most remarkable on record on

Bush Bill Fails of Constitutional 
Majority in the House, 


BOOM FACTORIES IN GEORGIA 


Mi, Felder Wants New Enterprises tx- 
empted from Taxation for Ten Years. 


BEPOAT FOR SCHOOL BOOK BILL 


University Wants a Gymnasium—To 
Sell the Northeastern Railroad. 
A Plan To Hasten the Con- 
sideration of Con- 
vict Bills. 


Former Governor Boynton threw a scare 
into the camp of the liquor men yesterday, 
and for a time it looked as though he might 
do even more than that. His dispensary 
bill—otherwise and more familiarly known 


as the Bush bill—was the special order in | 


the house, and on two vures it showed a 
clear lead, but it was never able to get a 
constitutional majority. Mr. Boynton made 
a gallant effort to get it through, and just 
afternoon 
he announced that he would move for a 
reconsideration this morning. In the mean- 
time both sides will put in a hard night’s 
work. 

There were a lot of members who took 
the opportunity on roll call to explain 
their votes against the bill by saying that 
it was in conflict with the state democratic 
platform. They declared that all democrats 
were pledged to stand by local option be- 
cause that was the accepted policy” of the 
party, and that neither absolute prohibition 
nor the dispensary system had ever been in- 
dorsed. Some of these men said that they 
personally favored the bill, but that politi- 
eally they were compelled to oppose it. 
Debate was shut off after a very short dis- 
cussion, and the roll call showed 75 yeas 
and 64 nays. In order to pass the bill would 
have had to have 88 yeas, ana it is exceed- 
ingly doubtful if even so energetic a man 
as (Mr. Boynton will succeed in getting that 
many for reconsideration today. ( 

To Encourage New Iniustries. 

The house held two long sessions during 
the day, but that in the afternoon was 
very slimly attended, and it is possible that 
the former plan of one session a day will 
be resumed. The members complain that 
the new system seriously interferes with 
committee work, and Mr. West introduced 
a resolution to that effect. EH is likely to 
pass, for the house yesterday found a 
scheme to hurry up the convict business. 
It is proposed to submit the issues involved 
in a series of questions to the members and 
turn over the: replies to a committee of 
fifteen, who will prepare a bill as-mnearly 
as possible in accordance with the wishes 
of the majority. Of course that committes 
will have an easy time of it! 

Mr. Felder, of Fulton, offered a bill at 
the morning session which is intended to 
encourage the location of factories in this 
state. The bill exempts all factories coming 
here from taxation for the term of ten 
years. The bill will be of the greatest com- 
mercial importance to the state. Mr. Feld- 
er, in speaking of the measure, said: 

“The constitutional amendment offered 
by me provides that all cotton or other fac- 
tories that may hereafter be built costing 
$50,000, or additions to those already built 
costing this sum, shall be exempt from 
taxation for the period of ten years. 
Other southern states have adopted similar 
laws and the result is that many manu- 
facturing enterprises, particularly cotton 
manufactories, are locating in our sister 
states, where they are favored by friendly 
legislation. Georgia must do something, and 
without delay, if she would keep pace with 
her sister states in the onward march of 
industrial development.” 

Schoolbook Bill Passed. 

The committee on education made a 
favorable report on the schoo!book bill by 
Mr. Thomas, of Clarke, entitled “an act to 
authorize county, city and town boards of 
education of the several counties, cities 
and towns in Georgia to provide books for 
the use of the common or public schools 
in their respective counties, cities and 
towns under proper rules and regulations; 
to prescribe and regulate the manner of 
making changes of books: to provide for 
proper reports as to the cost and consump- 
tion of books and correct reports of the 
Same to the state school commissioner, 
and for other purposes.” The bill provides 
for renting books to students. It will in a’l 
Probability be the solution of the school- 
book question. 

The bill drawn by Mr. Charles I. Branan 
and introduced in the senate by Mr. Bla- 
lock, which provides for placing all Fulton 
founty officers on salaries, has aroused 
Sreat attention in the legislature. Some 
Other counties want to place their officers 
On salaries. Mr. Pearce, of Houston, offer- 
ed a general bill providing that every

fought hard for a reconsideration. The 
university students sent in a request for 
an appropriation to build a gymnasium and 
Mr. Charters introduced a bill providing 
for the sale of the Northeastern railroad. 
Jack Slaton wants to know whether Chat- 
tanooga belongs to Tennessee or to Geor- 
gia and presented a bill asking for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to inquire into 
the matter. It is likely that his curiosity 
will be gratified. 

When the house adjourns today an effort 
will be made to fix the time for meeting 
again at 10 o’clock next Monday morning 
in order that the members can spend 
Thanksgiving and the intervening days 
with their families. 


ROUTINE OF MORNING SESSION. 


Most oi the Time Spent in Killing the 
Dispensary Bill. 


Mr. Hill, of Troup, was in the chair 
when the house began its day’s business. 
Mr. Felder, of Fulton, moved to reconsid- 
er the action of the house on the preceding 
day in passing the ‘‘mixed flour’ bill ‘n- 
troduced by Mr. Calvin, of Richmond. Mr. 
Felder made a somewhat emphatic specch, 
in which he said that he tried to fight 
the bill when it was on its passage, but 
he was unfortunate in not securing the at- 
tention of the house. He said that there 
was a law which had beeu on the statutes 
since 1890 that covered identically the same 
ground as did Mr, Calvin’s bill. He then 
read the law of 1830, which author.zed the 
ordinaries of counties to appoint flour in- 
spectors, and which provided that all flour 
sent into the state or sold here must be 
branded. Mr. Felder said: 

‘“‘Now, I had intended to introduce a bill 
to put into force th's old statute. The bill 
was put into my hands by the gentlemen 
who are fighting this mixed flour bill. They 
have prepared this bill and in it is the 
provision that the state chemist be au- 
thorized and required to take samples 
of flour and analyze it to protect the people 
from adulterated flour. There is absolutely 
no provision in Mr. Calvin’s bill which 
will put it in force. If he will embody this 
provision in h.s bill, I will support it, but 
I do not see the use of passing a measure 
when there is nothing to put it into effect. 

“I beLeve the people should be protected 
from this blended flour. I do not think the 
manufacturers should sell a flour that has 
only two-thirds of wheat at $i'per bushel 
and the other third of corn meal at 39 
cents a bushel. How are the people tu 
know when they are buying this blended 
fiour? Gentlemen, I hope you will recon- 
sider your act of yesterday and that you 
will not let pass a law that is already 
upon the statute books.”’ 

Calvin Defencs His Bill. 

Mr. Calvin spoke in reply to Mr. Felder 
and said that what the gentleman from 
Fulton had said was not true; that whether 
intentionally or not, Mr. Fejder misled 
them in reading the law of 1890: thuc the 
law read by Mr. Felder provided for the 
protection of the people from short weight. 
it merely required that the number of 
pounds be branded upon the sack. Mr. 
Felder, he said, had made one of his able 
and plausible speeches, but had not pre- 
sented the case as it was. His law and 
the law of 1890 were not identical, as Mr. 
Felder had begged them to believe. Then 
he was certa.n that his bill could be put 
‘n foree, for he had consulted the attorney 
general, who had said that it was self- 
operative. There was no law to have flour 
branded, and if the bll was reconsilered 
and killed, there would be no protec:ion 
for the people. 

Mr. Felder spoke again and read his stub- 
Stitute, which provided that all vivla‘ions 
ef the act be a m'sdemeanor. Mr. Felder 
spoke earnestly for h's substitute. The 
vote was taken and the motion for recon- 


sideration was lost. The nays were 59 and 
the ayes 38. 


Dispensary Bill Up. 

The “anti-barroom” bill by Mr. Boyn- 
ton, of Spalding, otherwise known as the 
Bush bill, brought with it a surprise, The 
bill was thought to be unpopular, but jt 
developed wonderful strength when it came 
up. The b.1l was introduced last sess‘On. 
It is entitled an act to abolish barrooms, 
to prohibit the manufacture, sale and 
keeping for sale all intoxicating lquors 
for beverage purposes, and to provide for 
its manufactureand sale for other purpuses 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
Hite act. The law does not apply to 
wm es where there is already local op- 

It provides that the grand jur 
county, subject to the rian pe ‘a. 
act, May appoint a vender of intoxicat- 
ing liquors for other than beverage pur- 
poses. The whisky sold at the county 
dispensaries must be gold for cash only 
in pints and quarts singly. The vender 
is to be paid a compensation fixed by the 
grand jury. He shall not sell whisky to 
men of intemperate habits. The dispen- 
sary must be used for that purpose and 
shall have but one entrance and no connec- 
tion with other buildings. No view shall be 
obstructed by screens or doors. 

No lewd pictures shall be allowed upon 
the walls, and it shall be opened only be- 
tween the hours of sunset and sunrise. The 
dispensary must bear the Sign ‘“‘Public Li- 
quor Store.”” In no case shall the liquor 
No person 
shall be allowed to manufacture whisky 


except for domestic purposés until he se- | 
cures the written consent of a majority of | 


the voters of the county. 

No speeches were made on the measure 
when it came up as special order for }0 
o'clock. The bill was read and almost 
Armstrong, of Wilkes, 
moved to table the bil!. The aye and nay 
vote was called and the motion was lost 
by a vote of 84 to 56. This vote showed 
that the bill lacked only four votes of 
having a constitutional majority. Mr. 
Longley, of Troup,: moved to displace the 
regular order and set it for a day later 
as he wanted to see printed copies of «he 
measure. This motion was opposed. 

A Play for Delay. 

It was clear that the liquor men were 
knocked out by the first very. signifi- 
cant vote, and they wanted to delay final 
action. The ayes and nays were called on 
the motion to continue the special order. 
This motion was lost by a vote of 82 to 
47. The main question was now called 
and the anti-barrom bill now went on its 
final passage. 

Judge Boynton, the author of the bill, 
requested that in the absence of the chair- 
ruaan of the temperance committee he be 
allowed the time of that gentleman. This 
Wis granted. 


Judge Boynton explained his bill. He was 


asked by Mr. Felder if his bill would not 
take $400,000 from the state schoo! fund. 

“It wouldtake only about $100,000 from the 
school fund, but Georgia ould afford to 
lose $400,000 from her school fund rather 
than spend $10,000,000 for the perpetuation 
of evil. Can you afford to allow the de- 
bauchery of your boys just to allow the 
state to have this $400,000?” Judge s:eyn- 
ton replied amid resounding cheers. 

Mr. Felder wanted to Know about rhe 
constitutionality of the law proposad by 
Mr. Boynton. He asked: 

“Has not the United States surreme 
court recently decided in the case of South 
Carolina that such a law is- unconst:tu- 
tienal?”’

Some Pertinent Questions. 

Mr. Felder thought the decision +:«cutive 
ty» the South Carolina disp*isar;> wounhl 
mest certainly apply to Georgian if Mr.

had failed beeause of the federal constitu- 
tion. Mi. Reid, of: Bibb, objected to the 
bill because it was a legisiation to an end 
ta which the people should be educated, 
not foreed. Mr. Hitch, of Brooks, raised 
the question of the constitutionality of the 
bill in. that it applied to no counties ex- 
cept those that have no local opt'on. 
Under the constitution a general bill must 
apply to every county alike. Mr. Boifeuil- 
let said that this provision of the bill was 
clearly unconstitutioual. 

The Vote was then taken. The ayes and 
nays were very slowly called, many mem- 
bers making speeches in explanation of 
their votes. The bill was lost by a vote 
of ayes 74, nays #4. The bill lacked four- 
teen votes of passing.

Free License for Yankees. 

When Mr. Calvin’s measure to allow indi- 

gent, disabled and wounded confederate 


veterans to conduct any kind of business {| 


Without a license came up, there came a 
renewal of the bitterness of the years of 
the civil war. Mr. Calvin surprised the en- 
tire house by offering an amendment to his 
bill which provided that northern soldiers 
residing now in the south should be includ- 
ed among those who are to have free 
license. This caused a storm of disapproval. 
The idea of Georgia, a southern state, of- 
fering to the yankee soldiers who burned 
houses and desolated the sfate the same 
privileges that were accorded to the south- 
erners who fought and bled in defense of 
the south was terrible in the enormity of 
its offense against the southern feeling in 
the breasts of the members. 

Mr. Calvin spoke for his amendment, 
and said he offered the amendment as a 
confederate veteran who had followed the 
southern cross from 1861 to November, 1344, 
when he was shot out of the service in the 
battle of Franklin, Tenn. The suggestion 
might prove a surprise, but he was confi- 
dent it was on the right line. When it is 
recalled that a confederate monument had 
been erected in the city of Chicago; when 
the noble conduct of Co‘onel Knaup in car- 
ing for the grass-grown graves of confed- 
erate dead near old Camp Chase is recalled; 
when the magnanimous conduct of General 
Grant toward General Lee at Appomattox 
is remembered, it would seem that Georgta 
should inaugurate the proposed departure. 
It would reflect credit on her and be but 
another noble instrumentality for extin- 
guishing, partisan feeling which is an out- 
come of the civil war. 

He believed the gentleman from Bartow 
(Mr. Durham),who left his good right arm on 
the field at Fredericksburg, a gallant con- 
federate veteran, would vote for this 
amendment. (Mr. Durham nodded ap- 
proval.) 

He believed that the gentleman from 
Chattooga (Mr. Rudicil), another brave con- 
federate veteran who rode with Forrest, 
would support this amendment. (Dr. Ru- 

icil nodded approval.) He believed that 
Colonel Dick Wilson, assistant doorkeeper, 
who rose from captain to colone) by reason 
of his gallantry, and who left an arm on 
the fleld of Gettysburg, would vote for the 
amendment if he were a member of the 
house. 

He believed that the doorkeeper (Mr. 
Milliford), who lost a leg at Malvern Hill, 
and the assistant doorkeeper (Mose Martin), 
who lost a leg at Bentonville, each of them 
brave confederate veterans, would vote for 
the amendment if they were members of 
the house. (Each nodded approval.) 

Mr. Calvin made an earnest appeal in be- 
half of the amendment under consideration. 
He appealed also to the sons of confeder- 
ate veterans to support the amendment. It 
would reddund to Georgia’s glory. 

A Lively Pension Debate. 

Mr. Blalock said he thought to allow too 
many the privilege would have the effect 
of creating too much competition in the 
lines of business opened to the soldiers. 


Mr. Calvin said he thought that there would 


be no trouble of this kind. Mr. Jenkins, 
of Putnam, asked Mr. Calvin if a single 
northern state had granted free license to 
confederate soldiers. 

Mr. Calvin had heard of no such generos- 
ity on the part of the northern states. Sev- 
eral men made short remarks against the 
amendment. Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, said 
he thought Mr. Calvin's bill a good ene, 
but that he would be forced to vote ag 1inst 
it if the union soldiers were to be included 
in the bill. : : 

When ths: vote was taken the union so:- 
dier amendment was most emphatically 
smashed. 

The bill passed after the amendment* 
were killed. The-provisions of the bill open 
all avenues of business to the veterans 
witheut a license. except the sale of intox- 
jcating liquors. It is a very wide-reaching 
bill and wil) affect every indigent or dis- 
abled eonfederate in the state. 

Before the adjournment of the house Mr. 
West. of Lowndes, moved to reconsider the 
action of the house in voting to have two 
sessions a day. He said that the after- 
noon session would interfere with the com- 
mittee work. Mr. West made his motion 
too late, as the time for adjournment had 
arrived. He will renew his motion this 
morning. 

The house adjourned until 3 o’clock p. m.

The purpose of this bil] is to have an ex- 
periment farm at the state agricultural 
school so that the movement tw change 
the agricultural school to the experiment 
farm at Griffin shall be stayed. This bill 
is intended to forestall the effort of the 
Pope Brown report. 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, wants to sell 
the Northeastern railway. He offered a 
bill providing for the sale of the state's 
railroad. The bill names no upset price, 
but says that the road shail be sold to 
the highest bidder. The governor is au- 
thorized to make the sale. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, offered a resolu- 
tion authorizing a correction in the official 
map of the Western and Atlantic railroad.

To Settle Convict Question. 


The many different ideas as to the best 
disposition to make of the convict ques- 
tion have impressed the more thoughtful 
members of the house with the fact that 
it will be almost impossible to agree upon 
a bill at the present rate of progress. 

The members have begun to realize that 
certain of their number will continue to 
fight for their particular bills until they 
are defeated or passed, and they now think 
it best to learn the sense of the house and 
prepare a pill that will as nearly as possi- 
ble represent the majority sentiment of 
the house. This morning Mr. Brannen, of 
Bulloch, will offer a resolution embracing 
questions to the house as to the best meth- 
ods of settling the convict question.

Ositions and the one that proves most 
popular will be the basis of the bill. The 
resolution calls for the appointment of a 
committee to draft the bill on the line of 
the proposition that finds most favor. The 
questions propounded to the house are: 


1. Do you favor the continuation 
of the present system as to all the 
felony convicts? 

2. Do you favor the purchase of a 
farm and erection of buildings, to 
care for the juveniles, women and 
aged and infirm convicts, and that 
the able-bodied convicts be hired or 
leased under state supervision? 

3. Do you favor a central peniten- 
tiary for all the convicts as recom- 
men“ed by the governor and principal 
keeper of the penitentiary? 

4. Do you favor state supervision of 
the misdemeanor convicts? 


No Pasteboard Shoes. 


Mr. Nisbet, of Clayton, wants to stop the 
sale of shoes that have paper bottoms. 
He offered a very original bill to prohibit 
the sale of shoes in this state that have 
paper or pasteboard counters or insoles, 
unless said shoes have branded upon the 
soles of the said shoes the soles or counters 
are of paper. The bill provides a penalty 
for its violation. 


Compulsory Vaccination. 


Mr. Longley, of Troup, offered a bill pro- 
viding for the enlargement and extension 
of the power of county and municipal au- 
thorities in reference to compulsory vac- 
cination. 

Mr. Longley said: 

“As the law .noW appears on the statue 
books, there is no authority given to coun- 
ty or muricipal authorities to enforce 
vaccination regulations in case of small- 
pox epidemic, 

“TIT was requested to introduce this bill 
by one of the foremost physicians of the 
state, who has for some time been in 
a position to see the necessity of such 
legislation. 

“The more intelligent of our people al- 
ready appreciate the good effects resulting 
from a thorough system of vaccination 
and readily submit to the application of 
the virus. But as Dr. Alexander, in an 
interview in  yesterday’s Constitution, 
said the ‘negroes run away@rom the doc- 
tors when they visit their houses to vac- 
cinate them. The negroes will, out of 
curiosity, go ten miles to see a case of 
smallpox and then run twenty miles to 
keep from being vaccinated. My bill is 
intended to remed his defect in the law 
and empower city#and county authorities 
to pass such ordinances or regulations, 
with a penalty attached, as will effectually 
stamp out this epidemic which now threat- 
tened to the reference to him without in 
any way indicating his intentions. 


Some Folitical History. 


awyer Charlton then gave a history of 
the factional politics in Savannah, and 
shc wed how the democratic party was di- 
vided into the two factions already de- 
scribed.

He declared 
that this army of commissioners were a 
burden to the people and his closing plea 
for the passage of the reform bill was elo- 
quent, forcible and effective 
Attorney Pope Barrow replied for the 
oppesition, and he spent another whole 
hcur in going over the tabulated returns 
puhlished in the annual departmental re- 
ports. There was no human interest in 
these figures, because the matters in dis- 
pute, so far as they were concerned, are 
of a minor character. The main issue was 
as to whether or not the people of Savan- 
nah wanted the commissioners, and on this 
point Mr. Barrow made a somewhat sensa- 
tional remark. He said that if only the 
white people of Savannah were entitled 
to vote the Iberals would be wiped out 
of political existence by an overwhelming

HOT CONTEST FOR SUPREMACY 


Both Liberals and Citizens Present Their 
Claims and Accusatioms, 


MANY MATTERS ARE IN DISPUTE 


Committee on Corporations Listens to 
the Speeches and Then Decides 
Not to Take a Vote Until 
Next Monday After- 
noon, 


It is a little difficult to understand just 
how Savannah managed to get along yes- 
terday. Pretty nearly everybody of any 
account in that big city was in Atlanta, 
and the corridors of the capitol reminded 
one of the board walk at Thunderbolt on 
a picine day. Nearly the entire city admin- 
istration was here. together with several 
past administrations and one or two ad- 
ministrations yet to come. With them were 
dozens of editors and bankers and real es- 
tate men and insurance men and lawyers 
and even one or two ministers. There 
were several car loads of them here on 
Monday night, but it was not until yester- 
day morning that they began to arrive 
in droves sufficient to make Ed Calloway, 
at the Kimball house, think that yellow fe- 
ver had broken out in the fair city by the 
sca. 

They all came here to attend the hear- 
ing before the senate committee on corpora- 
tions of the bill introduced into the house 
by the Chatham delegation to abolish the 
various commissions which now manipulate 
the municipal affairs of Savannah, Tho 
bill has already passed the house and it 
is ‘the hope of those who oppose it—in 
other words, the comrmissioners—to defeat 
it in the senate. The committee on cor- 
porations consists of Senators Golightly, 
chairman; Thomas, Starr, Van Buren, 
Walker, of the eighteenth, and Brooks, 
and the struggle has come before these 
gentlemen in a way which looks as though 
their decision would be final. 

A Hot Local Fight. 

The fight is entirely political, When the 
Liberal Club of Savannah succeeded in de- 
feating the old Citizens’ Club by electing 
Peter W. Meldrim mayor and _ securing 
a full board of aldermen, they found that 
they were seriously embarrassed in securing 
the spoils which belonged to the victors, 
because of the fact that they could not 
control any of the municipal departments. 
These departments, by virtue of a law 
passed by the legislature in 189%, are now 
in the hands of commissioners, and neither 
the mayor nor the board of aldermen can 
either abolish them or in any way direct 
their actions. 

A striking illustration of this fact was re- 
cently furnished in the comic opera episode 
over the attempt to dismiss Chief McGuire, 
of the fire department. The board of al- 
dermen ordered his dismissal, and the fire 
commissioners ordered him to stay in office. 
Then the board of aldermen abolished the 
fire commissioners, and the fire commis- 
sioners went into court and asked that the 
board of aldermen be restrained from an- 
noying them with any more foolishness in 
the future. Judge Falligant, who is wise 
in his day and generation, and has no de- 
sire to become involved in the queer poli- 
tics which now infest Savannah, rendered 
an opinion in which he said that it was 
a matter for the legislature and not for 
the courts to settle. That is why both 
sides packed their grips, grabbed their 
lawbooks and came sizzling on to Atlanta. 

Both Sides Well Represented. 

It is not possible to print the names of 
all who were here, but it may be said that 
the liberals and the citizens were equally 
well represented. The former were head- 
ed by ‘Mayor Meldrim, who has as his lieu- 
tenants Representatives Duncan and Mc- 
Donough, of Chatham; with him also wer3 
Colonel 8. B. Hamilton, president of the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Savan- 
nah: Walter G. Charlton, the well-known 
attorney: Major T. S. Wylly, president of 
the Georgia Pine Company; Captain M. A. 
O’Byrne, receiver of the Southern Building 
and Loan Company, and a committee of 
the board of aldermen of Savannah, con- 
sisting of A. 8S. Guckenheimer, R. M. Hull, 
W. F. Reld and W. R. Thigven. With 
them were a small army of liberals too 
numerous to be named, 

The Citizens’ Club was headeg by Former 
Mayor John Schwartz, who had as his 
alds-de-camp Major G. Y. Ryals, always 
a popular visitor at the capitol, and the 
Hon. Jake Collier. With him also were 
W. W. Osborne, solicitor general of the 
Eastern circuit; J. 8. Collins, clerk of the 
city court of Savannah; A. N. Manucy, 
former clerk of the Savannah council: Su- 
perintendent Loftin, of the waterworks: 
Former United States Senator and Com- 
missioner of Public Works Willinck, and 
dozens of others of more or less pnromi- 
nence in local political circles. The citizens 
seem to have a slightly larger delegation 
than the liberals, but it took a close ob- 
server to note the difference. 

All Eyes on Geiger. 

When the committee met at @ o'clock in 

the afternoon the senate chamber was 


crowded, aml] it was with difficulty that | 


one could make his way through the lob- 
bier. In the galleries a number of the 
wives of the Savannah men on the floor 
appeared to good advantage in their bright-

Attorney Walter G. Chariton delivered the 
opening speech in favor of the passage of 
the bill and made a very significant refer- 
ence at the start to a rumor that had been 
widely circulated in the morning affecting 
the position of Senator Geiger. The senator 
from the first represents the city of Sa- 
vannah in the upper house, although he 
comes from an adjoining county, and it 
Was sa'd that he had declared his opposi- 
tion to the bill. Inasmuch as the measure 
is purely local, his word would go a long 
way Aoward the settlement of the ques- 
tion, and Lawyer Chariton begged that 
the senate would give to his side of the 
case a careful hearing, no matter what the 
precedent in such an emergency might be. 
He thought it would be manifestly unfair 
to accept Senator Ge'‘ger’s word when 
Senator Geiger did not live in Savannah, 
in thé face of the unanimous approval of 
the three represcutatives in the house, who 
do live in Savannah. Senator Geiger lis- 
ens to spread in various portions of the 
state.”’ ; 

Several dozen local bills were then of- 
fered for a first reading. 

The Prize Fight Bill. 

Mr. Mansfield, of McIntosh, moved to 
disagree with the adverse report of his 
bill to legalize prize fighting in the state. 
He said: 

“This isn’t a prize fight; this is a spar- 
ring. You all call it prize fighting.”’ 

“What effect will the passage of your 
bill have upon the price of cotton?’’ asked 
Mr. Felder. 

“It will make it go up to 10 cents,"’ said 
Unele Joe. . 

Mr. Felder wanted Mr. Mansfield to give 
& practical illustration of his sparring. 
He asked for some one to help. . Several 
members were called upon to assist Uncle 
Joe in his exhibition. All of them claimed 
that the call was out of order. After a 
half ‘hour of discussion of the prize fight 
bill the motion to disagree was laid upon 
the table. 

_ Pope Brown’s Report. 

Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, rendered the re- 
port of his committee as to the state agri- 
cultural school. The report was not quite 
as warm as was expected and was signe: 
by only one-third of the committee, and 
one of those did not enter into the real 
spirit of the report. The report proper 
was signed by Messrs. J. P. Brown, A. C. 
Blalock and W. R. Kemp. In addition to 
the report was a kind of sub-report, sign- 
ed by Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, in -which 
Mr. Galvin said he concurred in the report 
with the provision that if the land scrip 
fund’ be removed from the university, an 
agreement be made whereby the funds 
should be replaced by other appropriations 
from the state’s money. Mr. Calvin did 
not believe the agricultural school could 
prosper at the university. 

Twenty or thirty local bills were passed 
and the house then adjourned, after one 
of the liveliest and busiest sessions yet 
held. The house disposed of every local 
bill on the clerk’s desk and fixed the cal- 
endar for more important measures. 


SENATE TALKS OF LYNCH LAW. 


And Passes a Bill Taking Off Time 
[Limit on Murder by Impulse. 
A bill which passed the senate yester- 
day and of which Senator Trammell Starr 
is the author, may eventually put an en- 
tirely new phase on the lynch law problem 
in the state and give those who resort to 
violence in resenting assaults upon mem- 
bers of their families greater latitude and 
an better chance of escape. The Starr bill 
provides that in all criminal cases the jury 
shall decide upon the time to be allowed 
the defendant in *shich to avenge an in- 
sult, and to place his action either under 
the category of justifiable resentment or 
punishable crime. According to Senator 
Starr the supreme court has decreed that 
if a man waits longer than three days after 
an assault or insult, even though it be 
a criminal assault on a member of his own 
family, he has had plenty of time to look 
at the thing in a dispassionate light, and 

an overt act then is deliberate murder. 

The senator contends that in cases of 
assault it is preposterous to hold that time 
will mitigate a man’s feelings in such 4 
matter, and that the question should be 
left to the discretion of the jury which 
tries him. Senator Kilpatrick maintained 
that under the constitution of 1877 just 
such power as this bill contemplates was 
conferred on juries, and that if any other 
condition of affairs existed it was illegal. 
Senator Hopkins thought that the title to 
the bill should be amended to make it read: 
‘‘An act to make every man his own ex- 
ecutioner,”’ in which position he was sus- 
tained by Senator Golightly. 

The Bill Goes Through. 

Senator Shropshire occupied the same 
position as Senator Kilpatrick, and said 
that the present construction of the law 
permitted the perpetrator of an assault 
to secrete himself for three days and when 
he again appeared the law protected him 
from the just vengeance of those whom he 
had injured. The bill received 23 affirmative 
votes, Senators ‘Golightly and Hopkins 
voting against it. 

Some time was devoted to Mr. Kemp's 
bill concerning the Middle circuit superior 
court calendar. It appears that Emanuel 


county has the heaviest docket in the’ 


circuit, .and that the week allotted to its 
hearing is not sufficient. The bill proposes 
to remedy this by altering the dates in 
other counties. The measure encountered 
vigorous opposition from Senators Walker 
and Mann, who maintained that the time 
for holding court in their counties would 
be changed contrary to the will of their 
constituents. The measure finally went to 
the table on motion of Senator B. F. 
Walker. - 


Many I ai Bills Passed. 


The clerk then read for the second time 
the house resolution which provides for 
the purchase by the state of from 3,500 to 
4,000 copies of “Georgia Forms and Prac- 
tice,” the work of Mr. J. H. Blount. Jr., 
of Macon. The appropriations committee 
recommended its second reading and re- 
committal. Tne house favored the bill by 
a vote of 180 to ll. Mr. R. H. Baker, of 
Dahlorega, through Senator Starr, sub- 
mitted a statement to the senate which set 
forth that the house bill permitting the 
diversion of streams by miners if passed 
would work havoc with the lands of those 
bordering on the streams. The bill was re- 
committed, but later called up and passed.

But if we are to consider merely the 
policy of returning to the old practice 
of deception and evasion for the purpose 
of carrying the “pivotal states,” let us 
look at all sides of it. Suppose that, 
by tampering with platform declarations, 
the party could squeeze through in New 
York and New Jersey, is it not merally 
certain that there would be a revolt in 
other states? Would not Kentucky, 
Virginia, North Carolina and cther 
states be hopelessly lost? Could the 
party carry any southern state today on 
a platform that would be pleasing to the 
political agents cf the money power? We 
are inclined to doubt it most capitally. 

But it is nnnecessary to g9 into any 
discussion of this subjest. The demo- 
cratic party has recommitted itself to 
its time-honored principles, and i is 
just as likely to adopt republican views 
as it is to take up and try to revive the 
corpse of the poiicy that is known as 
Clevelandism. 

The people of this republic are dem- 
ocratic, and there have been very few 
occasions in the po itical history of ihe 
country when the votinz masses have 
turned away from the genuine democrat- 
ic principles squarely and honestly pre- 
sented. Until last year the contests be- 
tween the two parties have been clouded 
by sectional prejudices. But the spir- 
it of sectionalism has been laid on both 
sides, and. henceforth the trial of 
strength will be between those who rep 
resent government by and for the peo- 
ple, and those who represent the trusts, 
syndicates and money monopolies. . 

And, in the end, the peop!« w:ll win, 


Educational Enaowments. 

The measure now pending before the 
general assembly of this state to exempt 
from taxation all endowments made for 
educational purposes. in Georgia is 
fraught with beneficent results to the 
cause of education and should meet with 
the hearty approval of our lawmakers. 

There should be no legal obstruction 
of any kind put in the way of those who 
might feel disposed out of their abund- 
ance to endow the institutions of learn- 
ing in this state. On the contrary, every 
inducement should be held out to benev- 
olence and philanthrepy, and the first 
step in this direction is to pass the meas- 
ure which is now pending before the 
legislature. In passing this important 
measure, Georgia would inaugurate no 
bold or startling precedent but would. 
simply put herself in line with other 
states which have long since removed 
the burden of taxation from educational 
endowments. One great reason why ed- 
ucational institutions in other states en- 
joy more of the favor of philanthropic 
individuals than those of Georgia is that 
the laws of such states impose no ob- 
stacles in the way of educational en- 
dowments and bequests. 

The measure should meet with the 
unanimous approval of the legislature. 


The Next Session of Congress. 

On the eve of the approaching session 
of congress there is much speculation 
afloat as to the length of time which 
will be consumed in its deliberations. Of 


-eourse the recent extra session disposed 


of much of the business which would 
otherwise come up before the approach- 
ing session, but in spite of this fact, 
there is good reason to believe that our 
national lawmakers are destined to re- 
main in Washington for several months. 

Various important measures which 
have occupied the public thought for 
some time past are scheduled to come 
up at the approaching session, and such 
are the vital interests which attach to 
these measures that congress cannot 
afford to give them slight or indifferent 
consideration. Without going too much 
into detail, there is, first, the Cuban 
question, which must be disposed of in 
some manner. In all likelihood, the 
discussion of this question will be pro- 
longed and heated, as the present ad- 
ministration seems to have taken its cue 
from the last with respect to the strug- 
gle which is now going on in Cuba. If 
the wishes of the people of this country 
are respected, however, there can be no 
doubt as to the final outcome of the 
discussion. : 

Another important measure relates to 
the proposed annexation of Hawaii to 
the United States, and from present in- 
dications, the controversy over this 


‘measure will also be extremely warm. 


During the, recent summer months sev- 
eral members of both the house and 
senate have visited Hawaii for the pur- 
pose of obtaining positive information 
concerning the Pacific archipelago, and 
whatever action congress sees fit to take 
in the matter will depend largely upon 
the light which these visiting statesmen 
throw upon it. cf 

Another measure of importance re- 
lates to the establishment of postal 
banks in this country. This measure is 
warmly advocated by the postmaster 
general. and though it may eventually 
be adopted, there is likely to be some 
grave orposition to it when it comes up. 

In addition to these important meas- 
ures, which rise with solemn and com- 
manding import above the general mass 
of business, there is likely to be some 
debate over the matter of increased ap- 
propriations asked for by the secretaries 
of war and navy. All things consid- 
ered, it is doubtful if the avnproaching 
session of congress terminates sooner 
than next July. 


Outwitted by the Czar, 

The young czar of Russia seems to be 
more than a match for the young em- 
peror of Germany. 

With the purpose in view of handicap- 
ping Russia in what appears to be the 
ultimate design of that power with re- 
spect to occupying the Mediterranean 
coast, Emperor William, some few days 
ago, conceived the bold idea of m&king 
terms with Turkey as the fruit of which 
the fighting strength of both countries 
should be concentrated against any ef- 
fort which the czar might make to ex- 
tend perial sway southward. In 
furtherance of this scheme it is under- 
stood that negotiations were actually en- 
tered into, the emperor, on the part of 
Germany, agreeing to make additions to 
the Turkish navy in the way of battle- 
ships; and the sultan, on the part of 
Turkey, agreeing to hold the military 
forces of the empire in readiness to 
— against Russia at a moment’s no- 
tice. 

This scheme of the German emperor 
promised well enough in the 


disastrous consequences to 
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and might possibly have brought about | , 5% 


czar. Without waiting for things to 
season the young czar, who had good 
reason to believe from the military and 
naval evolutions which were going on in 
Turkey. that something lay underneath 
these outward exhibitions, decided to nip 
matters in the bud. Accordingly, with- 
in the last few days the Russian embas- 
sy at Constantinople has mildly but 
firmly suggested to the sultan that if the 
resources of the émpire admitted of such 
large expenditures as were evidently be- 
ing made, they might also admit of the 
immediate payment of the balance due 
on Turkey’s war debt. This balance 
has been due for some time past, but 
Russia has allowed it to run on without 
caring for the principal so long as the 
interest was paid. Though Russia can 
well afford to get along without this 
money, it serves the purpose of the czar 
at this juncture to demand its payment, 
and the effect of the demand upon the 
sultan has already made itself strongly 
felt. In replying to the Russian em- 
bassy the sultan solemnly declares that 
no provision has been made as yet for 
increasing the fighting strength of Tur- 
key, and that in all likelihood none will 
be made at present. This virtually means 
that the sultan finds it to his interest to 
suspend negotiations with the German 
emperor for some time at least. Of 
course there is no telling how the matter 
will end, but up to this time the young 
ezar seems to have decidedly the better 
of the young emperor.

His Lecture Last Night for Benefit of 
Policemen. 


Quite a large crowd was out to attend 
the lecture of the Rev. Sam Jones for the 
benefit of the police association. The tab- 
ernacle was well filled with the friends of 
the bluecoats and these who wanted to 
har Mr. Jones talk about “Politics and 
Politicians.’’ Everybody enjoyed the lecture 
except the politicians, if there were any in 
the audience. Everybody thought the lec- 
ture very funny unless it was some mem- 
ber of the Georgia legislatufe. The Georgia 
lawmaker who could have seen anything 
funny in the lecture must have had a very 
keen sense of the humorous. Mr. Jones, in 
his half-serious, half-funny way ‘“‘warmed 
up the hides’’ of the legislators, as he ex- 
pressed it, in good fashion.

General Lee, 
that hero of heroes, gave his strength, his 
time, his fortune, fighting for the cause 
he believed in, but when Ponder bled and 
died upholding the law he went beyond all 
that Grant and Lee did and reached that 
heroism of Stonewall Jackson when he gave 
his life to his country.” 

This tribute to the noble Ponder brought 
forth great applause from his companions 
in blue and the vast audience, 

“And now,’’ said Mr. Jones, ‘I come to 
the subject announced and there never was 
a fellow more out of a subject than I am 
out of this one—‘‘Politics and Politicians.”’ 
After touching up the politicians in general 
and telling a lot of very funny anecdotes 
about them, he came to speak of the mem- 
bers of the Georgia legislature. One of the 
things he said was about the recent vote 
on the anti-barroom bill. 

‘“‘Two-thirds of the members of the Geor- 
gia legislature are Christian gentlemen and 
members of the church, and the other day 
when the anti-barroom bill was up before 
them two-thirds of them voted against it.

It was a touching eulogium—just such a 
discourse to be called forth by the career 
of the dead man. The bishop held up his 
life as a shining example, exhorting all to 
lead honest and upright lives as he had 
done. He closed by requesting the people 
to pray when they hear the bell toll every 
day for God to rest the soul of the one 
who has gone before. He also urged the 
discontinuance of such lavish use of flow- 
ers, which he said would fade and pass 
away. Better, he said, to have the prayers 
of the Catholic church, which endure for- 
ever. | 

After the bishop had blessed the body 
with incense and holy water, it was trans- 
ferred again to the hearse, and the proces- 
sion, nearly a mile long, filed slowly out 
to the cemetery. The services at the gra 
were short and impressive and the remains

OF POPULIST PLAN 
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The Chairman of the State Executive 
«Committee Talks. 


CUNNINGHAM MAY REaiw 


He May Be Forced to Lay Down His 
Present Commission. 


WILL ALSO CALL FOR CONVICT REFORM 


There Are Many Features of Interest 
Upon Which the Populists Have 
Their Eyes. « 


It may be that Chairman John D. Cun- 
ningham, who is at the head of the populist 
executive committee, will resign when that 
body meets on December 8th. 

On that day representatives of the popu- 
list party from all parts of the state will 
be in Atlanta to arrange for the programme 
of next year and to get affairs in shape for 
the campaign to follow. The term of Chair- 
man Cunningham will not expire until the 
next state convention, but it may be that 
he will give up his commission when the 
executive committee meets. 

Mr, Cunningham returned yesterday from 
Chicago, where he has been looking after 
the business of the American Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Assocfation. of which organization he 
is the president. It is because of his duties 
in this office that he may be called upon 
to give up his position as the chairman of 
the populist committee. As it is now, his 
business requires his constant presence in 
the west, and his absence from the state 
will be so continued as to prevent his at- 
tending to the duties of a political nature. 
Should the programme as outlined by the 
populists at their next meeting be such as 
would require his time, Mf. Cunningham 
believes that he will be unable to accept or 
hold longer his place ag chairman. Mr. 
Cunningham states that he is much en- 
couraged over the outlook of the populist 
party. 

“We are not dead by any means,” he 
said. “The conditions have proved our po- 
sition to be correct. There is no prosperity 
and there will be none until the tenets of 
populism are carried out.” 


No Back Track. 


Mr. Cunningham was asked what he 
thought would be the features of the next 
fight of his party in this state. 

“We are not going to take any back 
track on our prohibition measure,” he said. 
‘We are going to stiN hold to our anti- 
barroom plank. 

“tT do not know,” he added, ‘“‘that those 
populists in the senate whe voted for the 
Turner measure should be censured. Our 
platform did not call for total prohibition. 
We were fighting the sale of whisky from 
barrooms. 

“We advocated a kind of dispensary act— 
anything that would check the present sale 
of whisky as it is carried on in the state. 

‘In our next fight we will not let up on 
the barroom feature.’’ 

Against Convict Lease. , 

Mr. Cunningham was asked about the 
conyict plank. 

“We sha!l keep up our fight against the 
convict lease,’”’ he said. ‘“‘We are opposed 
to it tooth and toenail.” 

“Suppose the democrats should not change 
the system?’ was asked. 

“Then they had better look out,’’ he an- 
swered. ‘‘We are fighting for reform in 
this line; we believe in a reformatory; we 
believe in a farm for the females and the 
children; we believe in humane treatment.” 

“Is it true,’”’ Mr. Cunningham was asked, 
“that the populists are going to drop free 
silver from their ‘fight?’ 

“No, sir, it is not true,” said Mr. Cun- 
ningham. “I have traveled extensively in 
the west, and I believe that there have 
been thousands of conversions to our be- 
lief since the republicans went into power. 
There has been no prosperity. It has been 
a delusion and a snare. The people know 
that the silver question is to be the only 
feature to solve the problem.’”’ 

He Pre_icts a War with Spain. 

Mr. Cunningham believes there will be a 
war with Spain. 

“Have you thought,’’ he asked, “‘why 
McKinley and his cabinet have assumed 
a rather aggressive attitude toward Spain 
here of late? Mark my prediction, the re- 
publicans are going to draw us into a war 
with Spain just for the purpose of divert- 
ing attention from the depressed condition 
of the country. 

“This will be the only hope they will 
have to win out at the next election. It 
would not surprise me to see a declaration 
of war. It is coming, and I can see signs 
of it now.”’ 

Mr. Cunningham will remain in Georgia 
several weeks before returning to Chicago.

Electrolysis Joint Committee To Report 
en the Subject. 


ROADS MUST CURE THE EVIL 


Committee Will Probably Recommen: 
That the Lines Take Action. 


UNBRGRCUND CURRENTS CAUSE TROUBLE 


Return Wire System Is Not Sufficient- 
ly Good to Conduct the Currents 
Back to Power Houses. 


Judge George Hillyer, chairman of the 
joint committee appointed by the general 
council to investigate the electrolysis ques- 
tion, will call a meeting of that committee 
for one day this week to-conclude the in- 
vestigation of the suvject aug prepure a 
report to the general council. 

The committees looking into the subject 
are the board of water commissioners and 
the board of electrical control, the super- 
intendent of electrical affairs co-operating 
with the boards in making the investiga- 
tion. A considerable amount of informa- 
tiop has been secured bearing on the sub- 
ject, and when the committees meet again 
plenty of light will have been thrown on 
the question. 

It is probable that the joint committee 
will submit a report to the council charg- 
ing the evil of electrolysis to the electr:c 
street railroad companies and recommend- 
ing that the roads be required to adopt 
methods which will relieve the water pipes 
from further damage by the underground 
currents. This seems to be the idea of 
the members of the boards at this t me, 
some of them not desiring the city to speci- 
fy just what steps shall be taken by the 
com panies. 

Several days ago one of the trolley car 
companies applied for permits to put up 
additional return current wires to convey 
the electricity back to the power houses 
and keep it from the water pipes, but the 
request was turned down pending the 
investigation of the electrolysis question. 

Why and How the Thing Works. 

It is asserted that the present system 
of return current wires is insufficient to 
convey the currents properly and that as 
a result the electricity jumps from the un- 
derground wires and rails to the water 
pipes and travels along the mains unt.l 
convenient points are reached, when it 
again jumps through the earth to the 
wires, leaving the pipes at the lead joints 
and carrying away portions of lead rap- 
idly. 

it is at the lead connections that the 
damage usually results and the water de- 
partment atfthorities and joint committee 
are attempting to find a means of protect- 
ing the connections from the currents. It 
seems that there is no connecting substance 
which can be conveniently used except lead 
and that the only remedy’ to relieve the 
p.pes of the danger and injury is for the 
currents to be transmitted back to the 
power houses in some other way than at 
present. 

The gas company formerly experienced 
the same troubie with electrolys:s as the 
city ig now exper.encing. Jis gas pipes 
ts and it was 
found that in leaving the pipes the cur- 
rents carried away the ilead at the joints, 
frequently caus.ng leaks and destroying the 
usefulness of the pipes. In order to avert 
this source of injury, the gas company 
changed its connecting substance from lead 
to cement and now ali joints are connecied 
with cement. The injury bas been averted 
to a considerable extent. 

Currents Must Be Returned. 

The electrolysis question is an interesting 
one and it has given many great electr.cians 
much trouble in solving. The evil has been 
dealt with in many cities and tine statistics 
show that the underground currents must 
be properly transmitted by wires of suf- 
ficient carrying capacity if the evil is. to 
be done away with. In som§ cities the 
currents from the trolley wires are trans- 
mitted back to their source by overhead 
return Wires and this system may be 
adopted in Atlanta, being cheaper and ef- 
fective, it is asserted. 

The law of electr.city that returns all 
currents to their place of origin accounts 
for the electrolysis evil. The currents gen- 
erated at the power houses and sent out 
on the trolleys pass through the motors 
on the cars and thence along the rails and 
through underground wires right back to 
their source, dispersing in the ground at 


the plant or into the generators again. 


TELEPHONE COMPANY AT WORK. 


New System Is Being Constructed and 
Poles Are Being Erected. 

The board of electrical control has au- 
thorized the Atlanta Standard Telephone 
Company to proceed with the work of put- 
ting up central distributing poles in the 
business center of the city for the wires 
of the company. A meeting oi the board 
was held yesterady afternoor and repre- 
sentatives of the telephone corapany stated 
that the company is guving right ahead with 
the work of constructing the system. 

The central distributing poles will be 
used to carry the wires from the undcer- 
ground conduits to the houses of subscrib- 
ers. The conduits will be put down in a 
few weeks, say members of the company, 
and the outside pole lines are already 
being put up. On Monday the companys 
was authorized to proceed, with the work 
of putting up poles on Glenn street and 
a force of hands are engaged in that work. 

The board of electrical control consists 
of Councilman Maddox, chairman; Chief 
Joyner ,of the fire department; Alderman 
Rice and City Engineer Clayton.

Physicians Testify That He Can Live 
But a Short Time.

The Physicians Do Not Agree as to 
the Causes Which Have Resuited 
lin Duncan’s Condition. 


If Mr. H. H. Duncan, whose suit for $15,000 
damages is now pending in the first division 
of the city court against the At?fanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company, were to 
win his‘ suit it is probable he would not 
live long enough to enjoy his money. 

This is what a number of prominent phy- 
sicilans testitied in the case yesterday, and 
Mr. Duncan: sat in a nearby chair and 
listened to the reading of what might be 
called his death warrant. The physicians 
testified reluctantly, as they did not wish 
to alarm the plaintiff. 

The suit was filed against the Consoli- 
dated some time ago by Attorneys James 
L. Key and Judge John T. Pendleton, who 
represent Mr. Duncan. The charges are 
that a ear of the Consolidated ran into a 
wagon which was owned and driven by 
Mr. Duncan. The allegations are that the 
horse was killed, the wagon demolished 
and Mr. Duncan was thrown to the belgian 


biocks. receiving injuries which, it is | 
claimed. will hasten his death. The amount 


asked for is $15,000. The accident is said to 
have occurred at the corner of Kast Fair 
and Martin streets about two years ago. 


Dr. C. F. Benson was sworn and he was ! 
asked to testify as to the present condition ~ 
of the health of Mr. Duncan and what he | 


thought caused his decline. Dr. Benson 
hesitated before he made his reply; then 
be answered that he did not think it was 
possible that Mr. Duncan could Hve more 
than a year or two. Probably the plaintiff 


would live longer and then again he might | 
not lve that long. It was the opinion of | 
Pr. Benson that Mr. Duncan's health had | 


been wrecked by the accident. 

Dr. Ebbert also testified that Mr. Dun- 
can’s days were numbered, and that his 
lungs had been effected by the injuries re- 
ceived in the accident. He did not think 
Mr. Duncan would live more than a year 
or so, probably not so long. Dr. Jarnigan 
testified about the same thing, saying that 
Mr. Dunecan’s health at present was most 
wretched. 

Dr. Knott swore that Mr. Duncan was 
in a wrecked condition. but he did not at- 
tribute his present condition to any inju- 
ries received in the street car coudision. He 
admitted that Mr. Dunean’s health was 
gone and that he might live but a very 
short time. 

The evidence for the company has not 
been introduced and the case has just been 
well begun. The company will endavor to 
show that it was not negligent in the man- 
agement of the car which struck Mr, Dun- 
can’s wagon and that it is not responsible 
for the physical condition of the plain- 
tiff. | 

The case will be resume@d this morning

George Alexander’s Knife Left a Fearful 


Scar on Horton’s Face. 


HE IS A MARKED MAN FOR LIFE 


| Horton Prosecuted Alexander in the 


Criminal Court Yesterday. 


EXHIBITED HIS SCAR AS EVIDENCE 


And When the Verdict Came Horton 
Had the Satisfaction of Seeing 
Alexander Go to Jail. 


W. T. Horton, who has filed suit against 
George Alexander for $5.000 damages be- 
cause the latter cut him in the face, leav- 
ing a jagged scar that destroyed his beau- 
ty, was present yesterday in the cr:minal 
court to prosecute Alexander on the charge 
of assault with intent to murder. 

Tire testimony of witnesses greatly dif- 
fered, but the jury reached a verdict find- 
ing Alexander guilty of stabbing and the 
covrt sentenced the prisoner to Serve six 
months in jail and pay a fine of $200, and 
in default of the fine, to serve’ twelve 
months on the public works. 

“Either will kill him, your honor,” said 
Attorney Luther Rosser, counsel for Alex- 
ander. ‘‘He is now in a, wretched cond.tion 
and he cannot serve six months in jfaii. 
He will die long before that time. I hap- 
pen to know that he is in a most scr-ous 
ecndition physically, and I know he cannot 
surv.ve the sentence that the court has im- 
posed upon him.” 

“Mr. Rosser,’’ said Judge Candler, “this 
is a terrible case. Mr. Alexander has 
been before me this yeur—only a short 
time ago. I gave him a fine, but I see 
it has done no good. Here As back aga'‘n 
in just a few weeks. vf cutting ¢iud 
slashing must stop, and if a fine will not 
teach the lesson, then EI must be severe. 

“You can see for yourself the effect of 
Alexander’s knife. Look at Mr. Horton’s 
face. The knife entered in the forehead, 
cut through the nose, down the cheek. 
through both lips and entered into the 
neck, leaving a scar that will always look 
horribie and repulsive. This defendant 
used his knife well, and here is the result. 
I w.ll reduce the fine to $100 and let him 
serve the six months.” 

Mr. Rosser pleaded with the court, saying 
that Alexander would not live through 
the s.xX months’ sentence, and that it 
would be much better to reduce the con- 
finement in jail and aliow the fine to re- 
main at $200. 

“I am perfectly willing, your honor,” 
said Solicitor Hill, “that the service in 
jail be cut down to three months and the 
fine stand at $200. I am told that three 
months in this case would amount to six 
months with a well man. 

The sentence was’. then made three 
months in jail and a fine of $200. and Judge 
Candler concluded with a lecture to Alex- 
ander. 

“I want to put you on notice,”” sa‘d he, 
“that if you are ever brought before me, 
I w.ll give you just as much as the law 
and the verdict of the jury will allow me 
to. This applies to any of your gang that 
frequent barrooms on Peters street and 
Slash and cut persons.’’ 

When Alexander completes his three 
months imprisonment and pays his fine 
he must answer in the civil court the 
$5,000 damage suit which has been brought 
against him. Mr. Horton is represented by 
Mr. Lew's W. Thomas, who is counse] 
in the criminal case as well as in 
the civil litigation.

If his resignation is accepted he will 
probably bend his energies to some profes- 
sion and follow it. He has written many 
articles for the army journals of the coun- 
try and has been highly praised for them. 
A number of these have received recogni- 
tion from the war departmient. 

It will be probably a week yet before 
the acceptance of his resignation comes to 
the post, if it is acted upon at once. It will 
be longer if it is laid aside for further con- 
sideration, which is sometimes done when 
a good officer sends imhis resignation with- 
out apparent cause. ‘ 

This is the first resignation-that has been 
sent in voluntarily for some time and will 
not be hastily accepted. Lieutenant O’Brien 
is thirty-four years of age and in 1879 enter- 
ed West Point. He graduated in 1885 from 
the academy at the head of his class and 
entered the infantry service from choice. 
He was first assigned to the Thirteenth in- 
fantry, was engaged in the Geronimo war 
and served on the frontier stations of Tex- 
as. Indian Territory and New Mexico. 

Up to 1894, when he was assigned to the 
Fifth infantry, now stationed at Fort Mc- 
Pherson and was then in the midst of the 
Chicago strike, he won many distinctions in 
the rifle practice of the army and was for 
a short while an instructor of military sci- 
ence in the officers’ school at Fort Leav- 
enworth. 

He won praise from his superiors in the 
great strike and his company was placed

The list generally shows small net gains 
on the covering of short contracts made 
yesterday. There was a continuance of the 
Strengih shown yesterday in the Northern 
Pacific stocks and especially in the prefer- 
red, which rose 15¢ per cent by the cuse. 
Metropolitan Street railway and the rub- 
ber stocks also displayed strength, all gain- 
ing over a point. The strength of rubber 
stock was due to rumors of the proposed 
absorption of a competing company. Con- 
S0lidated Gas was notably weak all day on 
the doubt which is persistently Kept alive 
concerning the prospects of the merging of 
local gas companies. This stock showed an 
extreme decline of 6% points, but recovered 
part of this.

May wheat, 
which closed yesterday at 90%c, opened at 
from 91%@914@91%c and December showed 
a similar advance. Northwest receipts, 
however, were tvo heavy to permit the de- 
velopment of any enthusiasm on account 
of reduction in Argentine prospects, Min- 
neapolis and Duluth received 1.306 cars, 
against 1.478 a week ago, compared with 
52 for the corresponding day of the year 
before. The net effect of the news was t9 
make sellers scarce and prevented also the 
disposal of any great quantity of long 
wheat at the advance. Fresh buyers at 
the improvement were likewise scarce. In- 
frequent fluctuations with a narrow range 
was a consequence of the mutual timiditv 
of the buyers and sellers. The export 
clearances of wheat and flour were equal 
to 600,000 bushels. Bradstreet’s visib’e sup- 
ply statement reported an increase in this 
country east of the Rocky mountains of 
626,000 bushels, and an increase in -and 
afloat for Eurvupe of 2,600,000 bushels, a 
total addition to the world’s stocks of 
3.296.000 bushels. The acceptance of 12 boat 
loads of sample spring wheat offered by a 
local firm to Liverpool the night hefore 
was reported early in the day. and 4 boat 
loads in addition were sold for shipment 
later. New York reported a fair exvort in- 
quiry, and 22 boat loads were worked. for 
export there and reported half an hour 
from the close. The fly in the ointment of 
the bull situation was, as before, the 
heavy domestic receipts. At primary west- 
ern markets 1.126.000 bnshelg came to hand, 
compared with only 467.000 bushels the cor- 
responding day of last year.

Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Atlanta, November 23.—With anything 
like an active trade, there undoubtedly 
would have been an advance in wheat to- 
day, as the news was bullish and of a 
character that would ordinarily have caus- 

buying, but business was on an ex- 
ceedingly light scale and the natural con- 
sequence was a very dull although steady 
market. Prime’s report was favorable to 
holders, but did not make very much of 
an impression, as it dealt largely with the 
question of future weather conditions as 
to whether or not the crop would make an 
average. The crop is, of course, late and a 
severe winter and oan unfavorable spring 
might hr yop eer great injury, but on the 
other hand, should conditions be favorable, 
the crop might come up to an average; 
but these are questions which the trade at 
present is inclined to lay aside for future 
considerations. The strength was derived 
from the strong cables and large clear- 
ances. Liverpool closed from % to lid 
higher, Paris 10 to 20 centimes higher, while 
Antwerp was unchanged. Seaboard clear- 
ances made an aggtegate of 606,000 bush- 
els, or about 2,000,000 bushels for three 
days. In addition to this, 125,000 cash wheat 
was reported as sold in Ch'cago for direct 
export, and the seaboard claimed a fair 
business. The only depressing factor—the 
really great bearish influence at present— 
is the continued heavy receipts in the 
northwest—1,306 cars today—which. with 
yesterday’s arrivals, make over 3,100 cars 
for the two days. Of course the cause for 
this is quite apparent, when we look at 
the difference In price bet n cash wheat 
and that for future delivery and carriers 
of the cash commodities are mot in the 
business to hold grain that does not show 
a earrying change. The world’s available, 
according to RBradstreet’s, increased 3,296,- 
000 bushels. The total available, according 
to the same authorities, tn this country 
east of the Rockies, is now 48,758 bushels, 
against 79,108,000 last year, or 30,345,000 hush- 
els less. Final figures were firm at about 
the highest point of the day. 

Oats have been easy with fluctuations 
narrow. The only incident was the pur- 
chase of a tine of May—possibly 300.40 
‘bushels by a commission house, Receipts 
were large. 

Tho principal sellers of corn were eleve- 
tor people. Receipts were Ti7 cars and 
clearances 266,000 bushels.

The Chicago Times-Herald of Saturday 
gives an interesting account of the meet- 
ing there of the National Equal Suffragist 
Association, before which body spoke tho 
pioneer woman suffrag.st, Susan B. Anthvu- 
ny. For thirty-two years she has faithfully 
espoused the cause of suffrage, and aceord- 
ing to The ‘Times-Herald: 

‘Time had not weakened the voice that 
has been raised in behalf of the speaker’s 
sex for half a century in nearly every city 
of the union, though it had dimmed the 
sparkle of the eye. Age might have robbed 
the apostle of political equality of some of 
the vigor that has enabled her to carry on 
the fight all these years, yet there is still 
enough and to spare of energy and deéter- 
mination. 

“To the women of the country Miss An- 
thony held out the same encouragement she 
has extended for two genérations, and 
urged them never to surrender the battle 
for their rights. She was just as brave as 
ever, and yet. there was at times a faint 
trace of what might almost be called pes- 
simism in her utterances. Perhaps it was 
physical fatigue that weighed upon the 
bh greta leader — = oe forces and 

er to speak in espairing way of the 
fut re. While’ pisading the eternal justice 
of the cause she represents she at the same 
time deplored the misdirected efforts of 
some of her sex in their attempts to better 
the world.”’ 

In her very able address made at the 
opening of the convention, she said: 

“Nothing is more significant of the pro- 
gress being made by the woman’s suffrage 
idea than the test recently made in New 
York. When we wanted the signatures of 
women of that state who believed in shar- 
ing the responsibilities of citizenship with 
men, and who themselves stood ready to 
ask it from the state, 200,000 signatures were 
promptly received.

There was a trial of Sarah Childs and 
Emma Hatchett for fighting at the latter's 
house. The testimony was that Sarah 
went to Emma’s domicile and tried to beat 
ber into a pulp with a broom stick. A 
chair and a table leg were also used as 
weapons of war. Ali the evidence was 
against Sarah, and when she was asked 
what she had to say in the way of self- 
vindieation, she replied: 

“Tt wuz all about my 
jedge. Dis ‘oman has tuk him frum me 
an’ I went ter her house ter see her ’bout 
hit and she didn’t gib me no satisfaction, 
and so I got so awful mad dat I jest couldn't 
help frailing her a little bit.”’ 

“How iong have you and your husband 
been separated?’ asked Judge Andy. 
“Oh, hits been nigh unto three year now, 
jedge.” 

“Got a divorce’

the right to run after an alleged husband 
who had been estranged for three years, 
and he fined the ‘“‘dog-fennel widow,’ as 
Sam Jones calls them, $6 and costs of 
court.

Night before last Ephraim Moore went 
to the home of his ‘‘divorced’’ wife at No. 2. 
Gray street and tried to kill her with a 
knife. She had to run and hide in the home 
of a neighbor to save her life. Ephraim’s 
only reason for persecuting the woman 
was that she had some articles of furniture 
which he thought belonged to him. He ac- 
knowledged having separated from his wife 
four years ago. This matrimonial unstable- 
ness cost him a fine of $30. 


Jim Martin, a one-armed negro, was 
shown up asa divorced husband who didn’t 
have aught against the wife. but held 
malice aforethought in his heart for his 
ex-mother-in-law. He went to the house 
where the mother-in-law and the ex-wife 
lived and did his best to brain the old 
woman with a piece of iron.

FARMERS MADE GOOD CROPS 


They Have Plenty of Corn, Which Was 
Short Last Year. 


THE COFFEE PLANTERS ARE PROSPEROUS 


Americans Get a Contract to Furnish 
Gas in a Government Building. 
City of Mexico Growing. 


Captain W. G. Raoul, president of the 
Mexican National railroad, is spending this 


| week at home with his family. He came 
' down on Sunday from New York and will 


remain here until the early part of the 
coming week, when he will leave for the 
City of Mexico. His road is doing better 
than ever before. Business is very good in 
Mexico. The farmers have made a large 
crop of corn this year. Corn is the country’s 
great crop. It is their chief food crop. 
Last year it was short and the Mexicans 
had to import from the United States. This 
year they have more than enough for their 
own needs. 

The coffee and tobacco planters have 
made large crops and are prosperous, The 
English are investigating the coffee field 
with the idea of investing. 

A New England syndicate has made a 
contract with the government to light the 
federal buildings in the City of Mexico for 
fifty years. Gas will be used for the illumi- 
nation and a gas plant will be erected. 

Millions are to be spent on the improve- 
ment of the city’s sewerage system. Col- 
lecting stations with powerful machinery 
imported from the United States are be- 
ing erected. 

Building is going on actively in. the 
eapital. Permits for blocks of new build- 
ings are issued almost every week. The 
city is growing rapidly in the direction of 
the castle of Chapultepec. The real estate 
market is active and the rate of interest 
is declining on real estate mortgages. Six 
per cent interest is a common charge now 
and 5 per cent is not infrequent. 

The new palace of cOngress will be a 
magnificent structure, up to date in all re- 
spects. 

The Paris Rothschilds are reported to be 
negotiating for the famous copper mines 
of Michioacan. The price asked is above 
$5,000,000. The properties have been investi- 
gated and it is understood that a favorable 
report was made on them. James Mills, 
one of the Calumet and Hecla experts, has 
examined the mines and severai French 
mining engineers have studied them. They 
pronounce this one of the greatest copper 
deposits on the continent. 

Several new cotton textile factories are 
about to be* built. Mexico, under free silver 
and protection, is consuming the home 
product. England formerly sold great 
quantities of manufactured @otton goods 
to Mexico, but she is losing this trade. 

Banking in Mexico is profitable. The Na- 
tional will pay a large dividend next spring. 
It is estimated as high as 16 per cent. 


TRAVEL IS HEAVY. 


Freight Is Moving Briskly, Too, to 
and from the Gulf. 

Business continues to be brisk with the 
railroads. The lifting of the quarantine on 
the gulf coast has started a large quantity 
of fre'ght moving, which had been held 
back. 

The Southern brought in a lates party 
yesterday on their way to Texas. These 
were emigrants going from Buford, Ga., 
to relatives in the Lone Star State. The 
Texas business is very light these days to 
what it was formerly. Passenger officials 
say there are more former Georgians com- 
ing back from Texas to livein the state of 
their nativity than there are Georgians 
going to the southwest. The low rates an- 
nounced from Texas into this territory for 
the Christmas holidays are expected to 
bring in a great many people. 

‘A number of New Orleans people passed 
through Atlanta yesterday and the day 
before returning to their home. The south- 
bound passenger trains are carrying extra 
cars every day to accommodate the travel. 

Cotton is moving rapidly out of Mississip- 
pi and lower Alabama. For weeks it was 
impossible for the farmers in some parts 
of those states to ship their crop to mar- 
ket because the roads were not running 
trains. Now the roads are nearly all back 
to their original schedules. Louisiana, how- 
ever, does not open up until tomorrow for 
travel from infected points, but beginning 
tomorrow everything will be open as of 
old.

The People of the North hnd West Are 
Looking This Way. 


Mr. 8S. H. Hardwick, assistant general 
passenger agent of the Southern railway, 
has returned from a trip to New York. He 
says that the passenger men up there re- 
port that the people are making more in- 
quiries than usual about winter rates to 
the south. 

“The south is an attractive section to 
the people of the north and west, who are 
able to travel for pleasure. The eyes of 
the country are certainly turned toward 
the south, and especially to Atlanta and 
Georgia.

A  THIEF’S SLICK TRICK 


SECURED VALISES FROM BAG- 
GAGE ROOM SEVERAL TIMES.

Changed the Checks Secretly, Then Got 
Another Thief to Present New 
‘Checks and Secure Valise.

For some days past the city detectives 
have been working on one of the most 
unique cases of stealing that has come 
under their jurisdiction for a long time. 

It was reported to the detectives that 
a negro had been stealing valises from the 
baggage room at the union depot and had 
worked his game in such a slick way that 
it was some time before he was detected. 
The officers made some investigations and 
they discovered the manner in which the 
negro had secured the valises witb the full 
knowledge and consent of the people in 
the baggage room, and yet obtained them 
unlawfully. The scheme which the rogue 
adopted was a most ingenious one 

He would go into the baggage room, be- 
ing well acquainted witb several of the 
negro hands employed there, and while 
standing around he would select a valise 
and quietly and slyly take off the check 
tag and replace it with another, which he 
took from the racks on the wall. 

He retained the duplicate check of the 
new tag. 

Then leaving the baggage room, he would 
give the check to a confederate, who would 
go to the depot, present the check and 
get the valise. 

In this way, it 1s said, three valises, 
contairiing some valuable articles, were 
stolen. The officials in the baggage rvom 
were not long in discovering that the 
valises were missing, but they did not as 
quickly discover the thief. 

Detectives Harris and Wooten were put 
to work on the case, and they soon had 
sufficient proof to fasten the guilt on a 
negro named George Love, a youth about 
eighteen years old. When Love was ar- 
rested he was in the act of getting his 
fourth valise, having ne the checks 
and tags according to his regular pro- 
gramme, - 

Yesterday morning the officers swore ac- 
cusations against the negro on a charge of 
grand larceny, and he was sent to the 
county jail to await trial in the eriminal 
court. 

In speaking of the case ouceiaaad De- 
tective Harris said: 

“That negro worked about as slick a 
Same as I ever saw, He was regarded as 
an honest darky and was quite a favorite 
about the carshed. He had no trouble 
gaining admission into the baggage room, 
and once there, he easily changed the tags 
when unobserved. We have a good case 
against him, and he will be convicted with-
